MAY HAVE A FREE LIBRARY. 


Georgia Historical Society Negotiat- 
ing with City Council. 
Savannah, Ga., January 31.—(Special.)— 
Tae Georgia Historiac] Society bdids fair 
to have its splendid library converted 
into a free institution. Plans are now 
afoot to bring this about, the board of 
managers of the society and the city 
council having entered into negotiations.

The Fairfax, a hotel at No. 220 Peach-

That has been the experi- 
ence of the past and nothing is gained by 
keeping the ftems secret. 

Notwithstanding his object 
members of the special police investigat- 
ing committee endeavored to keep the 
contents of their report from their con- 
freres in council and from the public. It 
was made up at a star chamber session 
and the result is that there is much op- 
position to the report and its fate is now 
trembling in the balance after a week 
of the most exciting politics and wire 
pulling that has ever disturbed members 
of the body.

will blame it all 6n the newspapers. That 
time honored excuse will probably be 
overworked during the session, but it will 
not explain anything, particularly as 
there are two very recent occurrences in 
which the newspaper men _ took part 
which carnot be so soon forgotten by 
members of council. 

Last year there was a certain feature 
of the bond issue that required delicate 
handling.

There is a resolution. now before the 
legislature calling for an investigation 
into the uniform text book plan which 
has been adopted by other states and 
the state board thought that. in view of 
the uncertainty of action by tée general 
assembly on the subject, it might be weil 
for the county boards to defer selecting 
text books. If contracts were entered 
into at this time for a period of years 
and the uniform system was adopted, 
many counties would have to make 
changes at considerable expense to the 
counties and citizens generally. 


Resolutions on the Subject. 

The following is a copy of the letter 
sent out by Commissioner Merritt, which 
contains the resolutions adopted py the 
board: 


“To County School Commissioners and 
Members of the County Boards of Edu- 
cation, State of Georgia--Gentlemen: At 
a méeting of the state board of educa- 
tion, composed of Governor J. M. Ter- 
reli, Attorney General John C. Hart, 
_omptroller General William A. Wright, 
Secretary of State Philip Cook, and the 
undersigned, state school commissioner, 
held at Atlanta, on the 30th.day of Jan- 
vary, 19038, the following resolutions were 
adopted, to wit: 

‘Whereas, there is pending before fh 
legislature a resolution affecting the 
adoption of common schoo] books; and in 
view of the uncertainty of the result of 
such a measure, it is not impossible that 
eounties now contracting for school 
books may be compelled at an early date 
to make further changes. 

‘And, where, this body is constituted 
by law an advisory body, and as sucn, 
feelg at liberty to make suggestions af- 
fecting the welfare of the common 
echools; therefore, be it 

‘« ‘Resolved, That 
advisable to notify the several boards 
of this contemplated legislation, and 
recommend that, pending this legislation, 
tne county boards of education deity tne 
adoption of text books for tneir severa! 
counties, 

* "Resolved further, That the state 
school commissioner be, and he is hereby, 
requested, to furnish @ copy of this reso- 
lution to each county school commis- 
sioner, and member of the several counly 
boards of education in this state.’

A great concourse of people surround- 
ed the capitol yesterday afternoon about 
1 o'clock and, with open mouths and 
watery eyes—the latter caused by the 
great giare in the heavens—watched the 
antics of ‘Steeple Jack,’’ who, after 
mounting to the top of the statue that 
surmounts the state h@xsé building, stood 
upon his head on the cranium of the 
sedate lookifig Goddess of Liberty. 

W. F. Ramsauer is the name of the 
daring young fellow who gid stunts in 
midair. and he was the hero of many 
hundreds of small boys who were early 
on the scene, attracted by the announce- 
ment, made several days ago by ‘‘Steeplo 
Jack,” to the effect that he would give 
an open air performance in scaling dizzy 
heights. 

Promptly on the hour he made his 
appearance on the top of the capitol 
building. wong before that time fully a 
thousand men, women = and children 
thronged the streets about the capitol 
building, and when Ramsauer stepped out 
on the ledge he was greeted with a tre- 
mendous cheer. He responded by wav- 
ing his hand and, after fixing some tackle 
for several painters who are at work 
on the -building, he signified his inten- 
tion to make the assent of the big dome 
from the Capitol place sida 

As soon as ‘he waved his hand in that 
direction everybody made a dash to gain 
a point of vantage from which to view 
the thrilling sight. A rope had been 
stretched from the balcony at the base 
of the smaller dome on which the statue 
rested, and catching’ hold of this the in- 
trepid climber started upward at a lively 
clip. He appeared to be walking right 
up’ the side of the dome, going up the 
rope hand over hand like a sailor. 
This act was also greeted with a great 
outburst of cheers from the multitude. 
From the circular balcony that runs 
around the top of the dome to the base 
of the statue he made his way in a 
painter's swinging seat. Then he went 
around to the front of the Goddess of 
Liberty, which faces Washiggton street, 
where he stood for a,few moments as if 
taking a good long breath before start- 
ing on the last stretch of his clinta

A rope had been thrown over the 
statue, one end being fastened to a point 
on the Capitol place side of tae figure ane 
passing over the right shoulder of the 
goddess, fell at her feet. Grasping iL 
tightly and, after throwing his weight 
on it to see that it aeld, ‘Steeple Jack” 
into a fold of the statue's

Schoel ef Correspondence Meoting 
with Great Success, 


APPROVED BY CONFERENCES 


School Gives Young Ministers an 
Opportunity To Get Higher Ed- 
ucation Without Leaving 
Their Homes—Gossip of 
Georgians. 


Nashville, Tenn., January 31.—(Special.) 
The last general conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church, south, instituted 
a correspondence school. It is located 
in Nashville in connection with Vander- 
bilt university, and has now enrolled on 
its register. 162 young ministers. The 
purpose of this school is to give young 
men preparing for the ministry an op- 
portunity to get a course in theolog?} 
without leaving hime. The conferences, 
at their option, can accept the certificate 
of this school of correspondence in lieu 
of examination required for entrance. 

Nineteen of the conferences, as far as 
heand from, have formally decided to ac- 
cept these certificates. Only three con- 
ferences have declined outright to do so 
—the Alabama, North Mississippi and 
the Louisville. Three others have in- 
dorsed the plan without as yet accepting 
it. It is believed that this course {s more 
thorough than the old method of confer- 
énce examination, and will be the means 
of helping young men into the confer- 
ences who otherwise could not enter. 
Professor J. L. Cunniggim, of Nash- 
ville, s in charge of this school. 

Dr. H. M. Hamill, who was in Atlanta 
last week, has been conducting a Bible 
teachers’ study session in Nashville every 
evening this week. The attendance has 
been very large, more than three hun- 
dred “Sunday school ‘workers attending 
each meeting. Dr. James Atkins, editor 
of the Sunday school department of the 
Southern Methodist church, is cooperat- 
Ing with him, and made a great address 
at McKendree church last evening. Th 
Sunday school department of the Method- 
ist publishing house is the source of its 
greatest revenue, and the circulation cf 
literature {In this department has greatiy 
increased since the incumbency of Dr. 
Atkins. 

Dr. DuBose, of The Epworth Era. the 
organ of the Epworth League, states that 
the circulation of that periodical has in- 
creased three thousand since October, 
last.

The educational council called by the 
secretary of this body meets in Chicago 
February 10 to 12. Drs. Bigham and 
Hammord, of Nashville, will attend and 
take part in its deliberations. The object 
of the couneil is to devise means, if 
possible, to prevent the further seculariza- 
iion of the public schools. Dr. Kirkland, 
of Vanderbilt university, is one of the 
signers of the call for this council. 

Dr. G. B, Winton, editor of The Chris- 
tian Advocate, is absent in attendance at 
the Mexican border conference, which {is 
now in seasion at San Antonio, Tex. He 
will probably go as far south as Monterey, 
Mexico. :

Thes2 scholarships include and provide 
for a complete college course at Oxford 
university, in England, which has a re 
tation second to none in the 
worl. 

Monday's meeting was called by Dr. 
George R. Parkin, who represents the 
Ceci! Rhodes trustees in the matter of ar- 
ranging for the appointment of appli- 
cants from the southern states to these 
much-coveted and munificent § scholar- 
ships. 

Invitations were sent out at the instance 
of Dr. Parkin some weeks ago to gent!-- 
mien representing the leading educational 
institutions in nine southern states, and 
the conference to be held in Atlanta will 
practically determine both the time and 
place of the ccmpetitive examinations and 
their prerequisite conditions. 

The results of this conference will be 
submitted to the board of trustees in 
England, and it is expected that their 
formal approval will be shortly forthcom- 
ing, in which event the examinations can 
be held at an early date. 

The advantages of such an education 
as is freely provided by these scholarships 
cannot be overestimated, and the ayppre- 
clation of the lofty possibilities they open 
to their reciplents and the generosity of 
the great statesman who was their 
fourder has awakened unparalleled in- 
terest wherever the Anglo-Saxoi tongue is 
spoken.

Prominent Pittsburg Broker 
Mortally Wounded by Un- 
known Party. 


Pittsburg, January 31.—C. D. Allison, 
a well known real estate broker of this 
city, was called to the front door of his 
home in Sheriden, a suburb, at ]f46 
Oclock this morning and shot down by 
an unknown person. The bullet entered 
Mr. Allison’s left side near the heart, 
and it is feared the -wound _will prove 
fatal. 

Mr. Allison was awakened shortly be- 
fore 2 o'clock by loud ringing at the front 
door.

Tallahassee, Fla., January 31.—(Spe- 
Clal.)—There is* searcely any ‘room for 
doubt that this state is on the verge of 
the most strenuous, picturesque and 
far-reaching political struggle in the his- 
tory of her democracy. 

in Florida politics the democratic par- 
ty is the whole thing. The, republican 
organization is’ a machine ‘for the dls- 
tribution of federal] patronage. It does 
not figure in state affairs. The popu- 
lists now have no organization. It can 
not be denied that the socialist organ- 
izations are showing signs of remarka- 
ble growth, but as yet they constituta 
only potential indications of future op- 
position to the tsate democracy. Today 
the democracy controls every office the 
State has to offer. 

But in Florida the democratic party 
is big with factions—factions so numer- 
ous and changeable that it is doubtful 
if the oldest politician in the state could 
#eScribe and differentiate them. 

The next general election for county, 
state and congressiomal elections is us 
tar off as November, of next year. The 
interest of the masses in their probabiv 
results is as keen and. widespread as 
though conclusions were to be reached 
next week. The state papers are ful! 
of the whole business. The aspiring 
army of candidates are organized and 
at work. The people seem aroused to the 
merits of the issues involved. 

The issues are new ones for Florida 
democrats—nq longer 4mter-party, but 
now ultfa-party céntests. ‘The situa- 
tion is novel, indeed,,to the democratic 
party. Democratic pénventions are ob- 
solete in this state. “The primary idea in 
its fullest deevlopment is now the party 
law here. Althou the assessments 
upon candidates who énter the primary 
will be very heavy, stfill an abundance 
of candidates are in evidence and thel 
number ‘is growing. 

In a broad sense, the alignment its, 
On one side, the friends of the corpora- 
tions, and, on the other, the avowed 
enemies of organized capital. The firazy 
element is represented by United States 
Senator James P. Taliaferro and his

The Taliaferro 
people place themselves squarely upon 
the democrats platforms and take the 
attitude of representing the highest- tn- 
dustrial and comervit] development of 
Florida. Their evid¢rt position is that 
the railroads and other industrial organ- 
izations have aided most materially to 
these ends and are deserving of fair 
treatment and encouragement. . 

Mr. Stockton occupies an anomalous 
position. He is the president of one 
of the richest national banks in the 
state—the National Bank of the State of 
Florida, in Jacksonville—and is, by oca- 
cupation, a capitalist and corporationist. 
Yet Mr. Stockton’s chief political doc- 
trine is the dogma that the alleged 
growing and grasping power of corpo- 
rate wealth threatens the liberties o¢ the 
people, endangers their contro] of the 
government and should be checked ana 
estopped. 

It is by no means true, however, that 
Taliaferro and Stockton and their arden? 
supporters constitute the whole of Flor- 
ida’s democracy. There is an element, 
which seems, Indeed, ‘to constitute a4 
good majority of the white people. of 
the state, who insist that both of the 
factions named are extremists—that the 
true path of democratic duty points to2 
the middle course——that railroads and 
other corporations should be encourages 
as provided by law, but should be ree 
strained from all nature of unwarranted 
encroachment, 

A couple of years ago former Governor 
Wiliam D. Bloxham would have been 
named as the most conspicuous represen- 
tative of this branch of the party. In- 
deed, Governor Bloxham would be given 
that distinction today if he would permit 
it; but, although he is in the enjoyment 
of most vigorous health, at the age of 67, 
he has, after forty years of active and 
most useful public service, gone to work 
as a private citizen in Tallahassee, his 
life-long home, and insists that Florida 
has already abundantly honored him 
with office and he seeks nothing fur- 
ther. 

The present governor, Hon. William §S. 
Jennings, may now be considered the 
leader of the middle course, conservative 
element, which is marked by neither 
pronounced corporation nor violent anti- 
corporate leanings. This need not imply 
that Jennings is Bloxham’s political lega- 
tee. He is not. Their political followings 
are far from identical. Their guberna- 
torial policies have differed. But they 
have it in common that neither has been 
regarded in any sense an extremist.

In the majority 
of cases, therefore, it is clear that the 
razor blade must be _ bacteriologically 
cClean—free from septic matter—which 
may be attributed to the fact that prob- 
ably it is dipped into hot cr sterilized 
water before use, or @ise that the soap 
lather is antiseptic. 

The latter explanation seems the more 
probable of the two. The amount of soap 
rubbed on the skin is considerable if 
the shaving is to be in any degree com- 
fortable, and soap has considerable an- 
tiseptic power, a 6 peor cent sclution be- 
ing sufficient to destroy the typhoid 


| bacillus. There can be little doubt, there- 


fore, that the skin is rendered sterile by 
the liberal application of soap, and this 
fact is in favor of any cut that may 
be made remaining hea.way and without 
any serious consequence.

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TO KILL TICKS 


BY ELECTRICITY 


Boston Man Has a Desire 
To Rid Georgia of 
Pests, 


Commissioner of Agriculture Stevens 
yesterday received a letter from a& man 
in Boston, Mass., who says he has a 
process for exterminating ticks—the kind 
that make life a burden to cattle in va- 
rious sections. He uses electricity and 
desires to know if the department of 
agriculture can afford him an opportunity 
of making a practical test in Georgia. It 
is understood that his offer will be taken 
under advisement, although Assist- 
ant Commissioner Wright stated 
he did not know what would 0be 
done about the matter. Andrew 
Nimmo is the name of the man 
who says he has a successful plan where- 
by he is able to put the festive ticks out 
Of business. The tick, it is thought, is 
often the means of transmitting the 
dreaded Texas fever to cattle, and the 
subject is, therefore, of no little interest 
to the farmers of the state. 

The following is a copy of the letter 
Which the commissioner of agriculture 
received yesterday:

I now have a reasonable assurance that 
this can be done, and am desirous of 
making a practical test. To this énd I 
would be pleased to hear from you at 
your earliest convenience as to whether 
there are a sufficient number of ticks 
On cattle in any part of your state. and 
whether, in your. opinion, they are at the 
present vigorous enough to satisfy any 
that if they are disposed of the 
method would be successful! if applied 
anywhere else for the same purpose. 

I know that a little later in the season 
there will be an abundance of cattle far- 
ther north with a good crop of ticks, but 
as, time is, an essential element tn this 
test it is my. desire to proceed to take 
the spring movement of 
cattie in April, May and June. 

I would be pleased.if you could desig- 
nate a place where we could have a sup- 
ply of electricity either from a power or 
lighting plant, as electricity is the largest 
constituent of the process. :

Philippine Forests. 

Gifford Pinchot, chief of the bureau 
| of forestry, who was sent to the 
Philippines by Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Wilson to make a personal study 
of the timber there, hag-réturned and 
reported the of his observa- 
tions. 

Mr, Pinchot traveled some 3,000 
miles on a government gunboat, vis- 
iting a considerable part of the arch. 
ipelago. Much of his traveling was 
done by. night in order that time 
might bé afforded by day to give the 
rank forests near the coast and along 
the rivers a thorough examination. 
The forests of all the larger islands 
were examined, with a view to classi- 
fying the trees and investigating 
their probable availability for lumber. 
Many of the smaller islands were also 
visited. 

The forestry expert found many 
trees hitherto unknown to him and 
Prather difficult to classify. As the re: 
sult of his journey, 700 species of 
trees have been described and classi- 
fied. According to Mr. Pinchot’s re 
port, the best timber in the Philip- 
pines is found on the island of Min- 
danao, where the largest trees rise 
to a height of 150 and even 1756 feet, 
with clear lengths varying from 90 to 
100 feet. Mindanao is the heaviest 
timbered island, an@ Paragua next. 
Cebu is practically timberless, and 
some of the other islands are a good 
deal on the prairie order. It is esti- 
mated that about half of the entire 
insular area is covered with forests. 

The timber of the islands is almost 
without exception in its virgin state, 
ang the development of the logging 
industry promises vast returns to 
| capital. So unenterprising are the 
natives in this respect that mow a 
good portion of the lumber used on 
the islands imported from the 
United States. Among the prolific 
timber are some magnificent specua- 
mens of cabinet wood, of unique grain 
and polishing surface and. so heavy 
that they sink in water. Pine is about 
the only timber recognizable’ by 
Americans, and it is to be found only 
in one province.

From day to day he 
made speeches in which he mentioned the 
names of all the republicans who were 
possible presidential tifmber. And as he 
mentioned the names he took note of 
their reception by his audiences. Reed’s 
name always brought out cheers; so 
did Foraker’s and Morton’s and the 
names of half a dozen other prominent 
aspirants to the chief? executive'schair. 
But when he mentioned William McKin- 
ley the crowds went wild and cries of 
“Bill, Bill, McKinley Bill!’ went up in 
mighty choruses. 

This led Depew to reason that from the 
view point of desirabilitysMcKinley was 
the man ta nominate, He was the only 
man, he said, whose name everybody in 
the land—men, women and children, peo- 
ple unfamiliar with public questions as 
well as politicians—seemed to recognize 
at once. The fact that Mr. qicKinley’s 
name had been attached to the tariff 
measure which bore it almost by acci- 
dent, made no difference. Voters from 
ocean to ocean knew who he was and 
what he gtood for. Well-informed men 
knew about Reed, Foraker, Morton et al., 
but the untutored masses didn’t, “and 
that settled it.’’

Quigg’s most promising literary pro- 
duction was a series of papers, published 
in The Tribune on Sundays under the 
running head of “Tin Types,” and after- 
wards issued in book form.

Quigg ts still a young man, being under 
40, but he has been gray as a rat for 
Seven or eight years, and the last time f 
Saw him the gray had become almost 
pure white. He whys intended by his 
father—a Methodist minister by the way— 
for the pulpit, but fe never took any 
Stock in that notion at all. 

One of Quigg’s best friends in the cam- 
paign of 1892 was Johnny Milholland, also 
at that time an attache of The Tribune. 
Milholland has dropped almost complete- 
ly out of the public eye now, but then he 
was very much in evidence, his chief 
function seeming to be the’ harmonizing 
of certain newspapers with the printers’ 
union. Later he got into state politics 
with both feet, so to speak; and for two 
or three years there was hardly a day 
that his name didn’t head some political 
hews item or other. About half the time 
he was at sword’s points with Thomas C. 
Platt; the other half they were in the 
most intimate cooperation and Milholland 
took up quite as much space in the pub- 
lic prints as did Mr. Platt. 

Like Quigg, Milholland is now a rich 
‘man. It was in the manipulation of the 
pneumatic tube for the transmission of 
the mails that Milholland struck finan- 
Cla! oj! 

Marconi, the wireless telegraph man, 
still holds the boards of public attention 
in New York, though the women are by 
no means as much interested in him now 
as they were a year ago when the break- 
ing of his marriage engagement was an- 
nounce®. Then he was the target for 
the society reporter as well as the“re- 
Porter who does “‘general work,’ and his 
Name was to be found in the sections of 
the Sunday papers mostly devoted to the 
doings of the four hundred as well as to 
the columns reserved for the run of the 
News. 

Marconi isn’t a hard man for the re- 
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ported to approach by any means, but it 
isn’t easy to get real news out of him un. 
leas he feels quite ready to speak and his 
caution is so excessive that more than 
once after he has told the news gather 
what would make ‘‘a lovely spread head” 
he takes it all back for the time being, 
saying that after all, he isn’t quite ready. 

It is this extreme caution that has so 
far prevefited the publication of his 
much-heralded book. 

The copy for it was practically ready 
long ago and two or three times he seem- 
ed almost ready to give the word to “let 
her go,”’ only to hold back once more 
on the ground that he ‘‘couldn’t afford to 
prophesy.”’ His most recent and sur- 
prising succes8 in telegraphing across the 
ocean with the ether for a wire appears 
to have unloosened his lips to some ex- 
tent, since He now says without hesita- 
tion that he can telegraph 6,00 miles as 
easily as 3,000. 

It may- be added in passing that Mr. 
Marconi's personal vogue is by no means 
what it was a yar ago. This doesn't 
seem to bother him a little bit, however, 
and it is a fact that he was bored a 
good deal in the days when he received 
what may be termed an excess of social 
As a conversationalist on any 
topic save electricity, those who have met 
the Italian inventor socially say, he is 
almost anything but a success. 


Andrew Carnegie, the first of whosé li- 
braries in New York has just been suc- 
cessfully opened, offers a great contrast 
to Mr. Marconi from a social point of 
view. 

For while the man of the wireless tele- 
graph doesn't like to get invitations to 
dinners, receptions and other social func- 
tions, and is pretty sure to get very 
tired every time he accepts one, the 
man of steel and libraries takes the keen- 
est delight in receiving invitations of all 
sorts, accepts every one fle possibly can, 
and enjoys ajl the dinners, receptions 
and other social gatherings he graces 
with the utmost zest. He is probably the 
champion diner-out in all New York, 
among men of his means and his age. 
, As a rule he is popular with his fellow 
guests, for he is a fluent talker and is 
well informed on a great variety of 
topics. But there is sometimes trouble 
when the talk drifts to religious topics, 
for he holds very tenaciously to certain 
views in which few persons share and 
when he is crossed with regard to them 
he develops argumentative qualities in 
the highest degree.

Some time ago the statement was made 
in some of the papers that the Albritton 
family residing in this and the county 
adjoining had the remarkable record of 
4.000 souls as the result of a marriage 
which occurred not more than seventy- 
five years ago.

Mr. Allen was born in Barnwell district. 
South Carolina, on January 24, 183. His 
parents lived in the country,:- about fifty 
miles from Augusta, Ga., and about forty- 
five miles from Barnwell court house. 
His young days were spent in the farms 
and forests of that state. He was a car- 
trade, and was regarded as a 
his day. The young 
man was full. of life and energy, and 
when Georgia called on South Carolia for 
volunteers to help drive the Indians to the 
wett he was among the first to respond. 
He reached Columbus in time to _ take 
part in the Indian war of 1536. He par- 
ticipated. in two hard fights with the In- 
dians at Horseshoe Bend. Mr. Allen says 
that the Indians fought like men; were 
armed with the best guns that could be 
had in those days, and knew how to use 
them. too. They were desperate, and 
fought with great bravery. After the bat- 
tles at Horseshoe Bend, the Indians cross- 
ed the river, seeking refuge in a dense 
forest, which we surrounded. , 

“This was our chance,’ said Mr. Allen, 
speaking of the occurrence afterwards. 
“We set to work in the surest way to 
crush out the Indfans. It was slow work 
but sure. We began felling the trees of 
the forest, which sheltered them, and the 
Indians, seeing that they were surfound- 
ed. surrendered without waiting for us to 
eontinue the work of devastating the for- 
est. Later, I went with the escort for 


' the Indians 100 miles west, then retraced 
| my steps to Columbus, already a lively 


and growing trade point. A feeling ot 
security settled over the community after 
the Indians had been driven further west, 
although there were many lbalfbreeds and 
desperadoes in the country who were a 
menace to peaceable citizen. After a 
short stay in South Carolina, to which 
I returned, I came back to Columbus in 
18389 and settled here permanently, and 
this has been my home ever since.’ 


Fought for South. 

Although he was 58 years of age when 
the civil war began, Mr. Allen went to 
the front and fought bravely for the cause 
of the south. He was in the. Carolinas 
and later went in the Virginias, and the

ARE INTRODUCED 


Alabama Legislature Gets Down tO 
Active, Work. 


NO MORE SPECIAL MEASURES 


New Constitution Requires Acts of 
Legislature To Be General in 
Their Operation — Outlook 
Is for Many Changes 
in State Laws. 


Montgomery, <Ala., January 31.—(8pe- 
cial.)\—The general assembly of Alabama 
has now been in session for two weeks, 
and while scarcely any legislation has 
been accormplished, a great deal has been 
inaugurated, and it is already apparent 
that the changes in the general laws 
of the state will be multitudinous before 
the assemBb?y adjourns. The senate is 
proving itsetr fo De the most expeditious 
body of the two, as it has disposed of 
more matters of Importance than the 
other body has and has gone about its 
work with less delay and less red tape. 
There are proportionately more expe- 
rienced legis'‘ators in the senate, how- 
ever, and jit is not surprising that it 
should get down to its work more read- 
ily. 

Under ‘the new

Formerly ail stock law districts, all sep-

| nicipal and private charters, where con- 


siderable «mounts were involved, were 
secured by a special act of the legisla- 
ture. The new constitution, however, 
prohibits the lesgislaf™re from enacting 
statutes of this kind, but directs them 
to provi®e for the establishment and cre- 
ation of stich instifutions by general 
statutes, baving application to all the 
counties [In the state. This provision of 
the new ¢Comstitution is exceedingly whole- 
some as well ds economical, as it will de- 
prive grasping and influential corpora- 
tions from securing from the legislature 
special privileges which their compet- 
itcrs organized under the general laws 
do not enjoy, and will also greatly lessen 
the work of the legislature and give its 
members time to devote their attention 
to more impgrtant details of general] 
legislation. 
Municipal Bond Law. 

For years past much of the time of 
tHe legislature has been devoted to the 
passage of acts giving municipalities the 
authority to issue bonds for public im- 
provementz and for other purposes. A 
bill is now pending in the house which, 
if adopted, will allow cities in Alabama 
having populations in excess of 6,000 the 
power to issue bonds for the purpose of 
acquiring, providing or constructing 
school houses, water works systems and 
‘sewers. The bill provides that the board 
Of aldermen and other legislative bodies 
of the municipalities shall have the pow- 
er to authorize the issuance of these 
bonds for the purpose of acquiring public 
utilities, but that the citizens must first 
vote whether or not the bonds must be 
issued at special election held for that 
purpose. If a majority vote “for bond 
issue.” thetr the municipal boards shall 
order the same. If the bill is adopted 
the city of Birmingham, which is, of 
course, included, will be given the right 
under the terms of the sgme to order an 
election to determine whether bonds 
shall be issu@d for such utilities as thig 
city may desire to acquire. 


Check on Free Passes. 

The house committee on commerce and 
common carrters, of which Hon. George 
H. Parkér, of Cullman, is chairman, has 
decided to report favorably on the “‘frea 
pass bill’ of Representative London, of 
Jefferson. This bill requires public of- 
to make a report of all passes 
received from railroad tdmpanies. The 
v'i@ réfers only to executive officers, ag 
the constitution prohibits judicial and 
legislative officiats from accepting trans- 
pomation courtesies. 

To Tax Franchises. 

Mr. London, of Jefferson, has _ intro- 
duced a bil for taxing capital stock of 
corporations, which provides that every 
aorporation in Alabama shall pay a tax

The 
companies are to make returns to said 
board and the value is to be arrived at 
by estifhating thé price the property 
would bring at a fair voluntary sale, The 
companies are to be notified of the value 
placed by the board and given an Op- 
portunity to be heard.

To Correct Cotton Estimates. 

Senator ‘Castleberry, of Talladega, igs 
apparently one of the most level-headed 
men of the new senators. He has intro- 
duced several bills of more than ordinary 
interest. One seeks to secure cooperation 
with the United States department of 
agriculture in compiling statistics of the 
cotton crop so as to relieve the local 
merchant, banker and farmer from the 
injurious eficcts of so-called “estimates 
by experts,’ and to prevent speculators 
controlling the prices of the largest jn- 
dividual crop in the United States. 

The bill provides for the compilation 
and publication of complete statistics 
concerning the cotton crop in Alabama. 
kach person or corporation operating @ 
gin for custom or private use is required 
to make a weekly report of the total 
number of baies of cotton ginned and the 
average weight of the same. A like re- 
port is required of cotton oil mills as to 
the number of bales of linters ginned. 
The report is required to be made to the 
commissioner of agriculture and indus- 
tries On postal cards to be furnished for 
the purpose. The ginners are also re- 
quired to register their postoffice ad- 
dresses with the probate judge of their 
respective counties, and a penalty ig pro- 
vided for failure to so register and re- 
port. The probate judges are to make 
requisition for the postal cards and sup- 
ply them to the ginnerg and operators of 
oil mills without cost. The commission- 
er of agriculture ang industries is re. 
quired to publish weekly reports, by coun- 
ties, of the total number of bales of cot- 
ton and the weight thereof ginned the 


| preceding week, and to furnish one copy 


to the secretary of agriculture at Wash- 
ington and one copy also to each of the 
judges of probate. 

One of the features of the proposed law 
is a provision for making separate re- 
ports on the cotton and linters. Hereto- 
fore this has not been done, and the lint- 
ers, though properly belonging to paper 
material, have been used to swell the 
totals of the cotton crop.

The imperi:] and royal runaways, with 
their respective paramours, are expécted 
in the near future to tak2 up their resi- 
dence in Paris, city of mental and moral 
enfranchisement. The Paris papers, keen- 
ly alive to the romantic attraction of the 
episoles, have published exhaustive inter- 
views and more or less accurate narra- 
tives of this double barrelled court scan- 
dal. The views, feelings and intentions 
of the young fugitives have been set 
forth and eagerly devoured by the im- 
pressionable feuilleton-rceading pitblic, 
largely composed of tender hearted sew-

? loyées. The following extracts from 
M. Andre Giron’s diary, published in the 
“Echo de Paris,’ has been clipped with 
scissors and attached to ‘the pincushions 
of many a Parisian couturiere. The diary 
is certainly amusing, and a running trans- 
lation of its most nctable passages reads 
as follows: 

December 13—In the night of the lith 
she left Salzburg with the Archduke Leo- 
pold Ferdinand, who entered her abode 
half an hour after midnizht.

The tnoon 
is shining splendidly and it is very cold 
At Bercheffsheim the station is closed.

She had spent the night ir. a condition of 
despair.

December 23—I have bought her a 
Christmas tree. 

Asked what they meant to do M. Giron 
replied: 

To ‘marry. Once united, we shail go 
and live in France—doubtless in Paris, 
as the princess is very fond of Paris— 
and there J shail work. The princess has 
very simple tastes. 

When will the wedding come off? 
he know the date? 

“Ah, no!” M. Giron answered. “We 
ire h2re for a gord time longer, and ‘t 
scems that this is the only town where we 
cannot be arrested There is a secret 
police agent of the king of Saxony in fhis 
hotel, Arthur Schwarz, but he cannvt do 
anything to us. Only thinks that we 
shall ieave Geneva one of these days, and 
that then he will arrest us. But we shall 
not quit Geneva until everything is ar- 
ranged The court asked the princess to 
return, but she would not as she Knew 
too well the fate that would await her if 
she did. Here We have an excellent 
lawyer, Maitre Lachenal, and the police 
are protecting us. We hope that the 
court will decide on applying for the an- 
nulment of the marriage. At the pres- 
ent moment we are tn a state of utter 
uncertainty. The Archduke Joseph came 
to ses his sister five days age and she 
explained her wishes. He has left. and 
we have not heard from him since. As 
for the princess, she is always thinking

Tcday the Vienna correspondent of 
The Gaulois has been enabled to ootain 
what may be callec the ‘“‘fond parents’ 
version’ of the episodes, and M. Arthur 
Meves, the proprietor of The Gaulois, 
vouches for the accuracy of the new 
aspect of these gad affairs. 

It appears that the erand duke and 
grand duchesa of Tuscany, members of 
the nonreigning branch of the Hapsburgs, 
have been bitterly disappointed by their 
two elder chi'dren, who have totally 
diff-rent characters and temperaments 
from their seven other children. The 
eldest, the Archduke Leopold Ferdinand, 
born December 2, 1868, and his sister, 
Archduchess Louise. born September 2, 
S70, were two rebellious revolutidnary in- 
-ants from their earliest age. Thev both 
hated court etiquette and practically re- 
pud.ated the religion of their purents 
and became free thinkers. They regard- 
ed family restrictions as galling censor- 
ehip and domestic tvranny. They used 
to speak of their home as an ‘‘inquisitorial 
prison.” The brother and sister made a 
solcinn pact to stand by each other in 
their common “struggle for freedom.” 
The grand duke of Tuscany and his simple 
hearted, old-fashioned grand duchess ex- 
hausted all thefr efforts, and together 
With the family abbe, Father Kolb, only 
hoped that the Archduchess Loulse by 
marriage and the Archduke Leopold 
Ferdinand by his entrance upon the sober 
realities of military life would some day 
mer.d their ways. 

The Archduchess Louise, by her mar- 
riage with the crown prince of Saxony, a 
Serious minded soldier, without artistic or 
iterery tastes, found that she had mere- 
lw exchanged one tyranny for another 
Insieud of emancipation she found that 
the rigid etiquette of the Saxon court 
was even more distasteful than the simple, 
humdrum iife of the parental abode at 
Salzburg. With the energy of her young 
womanhood, she declared a triple war— 
against the religion of her two families, 
against they propriety and decorum be- 
coming her rank, and, most unfortunately 
of all, against her duties as a faithful 
wife. She declared her belief in free 
thought, in free religion and in free love, 
and called the king and the rest of the 
royal tamily of Saxony “stupid old 
fools, vegetating like blind people and 
far behind the times."" At the theaters. 
balls and dinners her misbehavior was 
notorious. Her passion for sports became 
aimost a folly, and was used to conceaij 
many an adventure of clandestine gal- 
lantry. On this point it is affirmed thar 
the young Belgian professor, M. Andre 
jiron, is merely the latest episode in the 
inost recent chapter of a novel where 
pages have teen silently turned over 
many preceding chapters. 

As to the Archduke Leopold Ferdinand, 
his military career was one long struggle 
against his chiefs and against the Em- 
peror Francis Joseph. He was trans- 
ferred to the navy, but he was found 
to be a “ne'er do weel” and was always 
in trouble. 
nounced him “incapable, dissolute and 
lazy... He was put back into the army. 
He served in a dozen regiments, and his 
superiors were forced to make such re- 
ports of his conduct that he changed 
garrisons with extraordinary rapidity, for 
after a sojourn of a week he invariably 
became the talk and scandal! of the town. 
Every year he was summoned before the 
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emperor, who severely punished him. Re- 
cently, when quartered at Przemrysl, the 
emperor heard that he was living openly 
with his latest playmate, who was every- 
where spoken of as “Archduchess Mina.”’ 
When admonished by the emperor to re- 
nounce a manner of life forbidden to all 
officers, the Archduke Leopold Ferdinand 
replied to his august and venerable sov- 
ereign by a request for permission to 
marry Wilhelmina Adamovic. The em- 
peror categorically refused, and the 
archduke’s name was quietly and dis- 
creetly removed from the army list. 
Thus. the ‘brother and sister found 
themselves in awkward predicaments at 
the same moment. They exchanged let- 
ters, and the Archduke Leopold Ferdl- 
nand aided his sister to elope from the 
court of Saxony to rejoin her Belgian 
lover, and the archduke summoned to 
the party his inamorata, Wilhelmina 
Adamovic. In Geneva there has been a 
separation, for the Crown Princess Louise 
did not find in Wilhelmina a congenial 
companion. Such is the parental version 
of the double elopements, which has 
Hitherto been utterly ignored, owing to 
the sensational and romantic legends with 
which the public has been fairly deluged. 


PROBLEM IN AIRSHIPS 
DISCUSSED BY MAXIM 


—_ ——- eee 


World's Fair, St. Louis, January 21.— 
Sir Hiram Maxim, the inventor of world 
wide reputation, has accepted an invita- 
tion to visit St. Louis this winter and 
had planned to come with George F. 
Parker, the representative of the Loulsi- 
ana purchase exposition to Great Britain. 
An affection of the throat has compelled 
the inventor to postpone his visit. Sir 
Hiram Maxim writes to the Louisiana 
purchase exposition management that he 
fears the exposure of a trip during mid- 
winter, and states that it will be more 
convenient for him to visit St. Louis in 
August or September. From the first an- 
nouncement of the air ship contest for a 
prize of $100,000, Sir Hiram Maxim has 
in various ways manifested his deep in- 
terest in the matter. He has given the 
exposition management much valuable 
counsel upon the conditions of the con- 
test and his coming at this time was 
prompted by his desire to look over 
the ground for himself and to consult. 
furth® upon plans for the tournament. 
Iinding it impossible to make the trip at 
this time Sir Hiram Maxim has writ- 
ten at considerable length his views, 
which have been received by President 
Francis and are now made public. Tne 
fact that Sir Hiram Maxim has expended 
some $70,000 upon experiments in aero 
nautics emphasizes the importance of 
these views. The letter addressed to the 
president o fthe Louisiana purchase ex- 
position is as follows: 

“In regard to the St. Louis exposition, 
I should gay that the geographical posi- 
tion of St. Louis is all that could be de- 
sired, and I have no doubt that the ex- 
hibition itself will prove a very great 
success. I see by the papers that practli- 
cally ull the nations of the world are dis- 
cussing the question as to what they 
should send. In regard to the aeronautical 
part of the exhibition, I should say thai 
as you have about 1,200 acres you will 
be able to appropriate a fairly large piece 
of ground for this purpose. At Bald- 
wyn's park, where | conducted my ex- 
periments, I had a clean run of 1,800 feet, 
which, however, 1 found to be altogether 
in fact, I was quite unable to 
experiments there on account 


this notwithstanding the fact that I had 
40 acres of ground. 

“If there is to he an aeronautical exhibi- 
tion it will be necessary to have certain 
buildings erected as shelters. These build- 
ings ought to be made large enough to 
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be useful either for fiying machines or 
balloons, and.I should say that if they 
had a clean width of 80 feet, a length of 
100 feet and a height of 60 feet that would 
be quite ample. Each building should be 
provided with a pair of doors to open 
outward in such a manner that when they 
are open they form a kind of air shield 
for protecting the apparatus against the 
wind as it emerges from the building. 
it will be understood that the doors are 
im the end of the building so that when 
they are open the balloon, which fills 
the whole of the interior, may be drawn 
out. These buildings should be placed al 
one side of the park with a clear run free 
from trees and obstructions in front, the 
longer the better. I understand that a 
great number of experimenters are now 
at work on aeronautical apparatus to be 
shown at the St. Louis exhibition, but 
as to whether the aeronautical part of 
the exhibition will be a success or not is 
altogether another question. 


——— 


“A true flying. machine large enough to 
carry one man has not yet been made, al- 
though vast sums of money have been 
spent on experimental work. As far as 
dirigible ballouns are concerned the French 
government has aiready spent a vast sum, 
and have found that it is quite impossi- 
ble to make a dirigible balloon which wil 
make headway against even a_ slight 
breeze. Saatos Dumont has perhaps done 
better than the French government experi- 
menters, and 1 think perhaps he has gone 
as far as it is possible for any one to 
go in the direction of dirigible balloons. 
Still, if we look the matter squarely in 
the face, I think we ghall see that even 
Santog Dumont’s balloon is not able to 
travel fast enough through the air to 
hold its own against even a slight breeze. 
So I am of the opinion that if there fs an 
exhibition of dirigibie balloons at St. 
Louis that very few of them will be able 
to return to the point of departure. It 
will be found, I think. that when thege 
balloons ascend they wi!!! travel with the 
wind just exactly like any other balloon, 
no matter which way they are pointed, 
and that they will descend to the earth 
just like other balloons, and have to be 
dismantled and sent back to the point of 
departure by some means of land convey- 
ance. 

“I do not know whether I shall attack 
the question again myself or not. How- 
ever, in any case I shall be pleased to 
send one of my steam engines to St. 
Louis, which I think is the lightest steam 
engine for its power ever made in the 
world. The Hon. Charles Parsons, the 
inventor of the steam turbine, in a lecture 
some years ago, said that the lightest 
heat @ngine that has ever been made in 
the world in proportion to the power 
developed was undoubtedly the Maxim 
gun, which I think he sald weighed 60 
pounds and developed % horse power in 
energy. Next to this he said he would 
have to place my flying machine engines 
and steam generator, which weighed 
about twelve pounds to the horse power. 
As a matter of fact, however, the engine 
that I should send to St. Louis weighs 
320 pounds. This does not include the 
boiler, and is one of a pair that I em- 
ployed. When this engine was run with 
310 pounds of steam as a compound 
engine it developed 181 horse power. If, 
however, it was used as a single engine, 
both cylinders being connected direct to 
the boiler with high pressure in both 
cylinders, it would develop at least 300 
horse power. If | had given the power 
to these engines in the ordinary way, 
that is from indicator cards, it would 
have been comsiderable more than 181 
horse power. The power given was 
actually that communicated to the screw 
and delivered by the screw. 

a 

“! think it will be admitted that my 

steam engine and boiler were very light 
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and effective, but they required a vast 
quantity of water; indeed the quantity 
of water was so great that even if my 
engines and boilers had not weighed 
anything at all 
have been considered a success. At 
first it appeared to me that I should be 
able to condense my steam. 
into careful mathematical computations 
as regards the power and lifting effect, 
basing my calculations altogether on 
formulae which I had obtained from 
| experiments made with a very much 
smaller apparatus, and also from the for- 
mulae of Professor Langley. However, 
it was found that a very large machine 
was not anything like as efficient as 
the smal! models. I had expected in the 
first instance that I should only require 
100 horse power, while I found by ex- 
periment that I could condense all my 
steam when I was running at a velocity 
of 42 miles an hour. When, however, I 
ran my power up to %2 horse power, it 
was quite impossible to condense the 
steam. In regard to condensers, I found 
with extremely thin oval tubes driven 
sideway through the air at the rate of 
42 miles an hour, the steam of one 


horse power could be condensed with one 
pound of copper, the temperature of the 
air at the time being 6 F. At the time 
I made my experiments the steam engine 
appeared to be preferable to all others. 
Since that time, however, I should say 
that fully 1,000,000 pounds sterling has 
been spent in the various countries of 
the world in experimental work on 
petroleum moters for driving motor cars, 
and these experiments have all been in 
the direction of great power and extreme 
lightness. 

“The experimenter on aeronautical 
machines, therefore, has an advantage 
now which none had a few years ago. 
He can take the engine where the 
motorman has left it and refine it still 
more in the direction of lightness at a 
comparatively small expense. The quantity 
of water required for keeping the cylind- 
ers of a gas motor cool is only one- 
seventh as much as was required-to run 
a steam engine of the same power. It is 
therefore evident that the petroleum 
motor is the one which lends itself best 
at the present moment to experimental 
work on aeronautical machines.

How Boston Won. 

“This fact was emphaticalfy demon- 
strated in Bost two years ago, when 
tue Public School Association decidéd that 
a reform was -needed in the administra- 
tion of her far-famed schools. They can- 
vassed the city—men and women work- 
ing together—on political lines, and suc- 
ceeded in electing nearly all their can- 
didates for the school board. Why 
shouldn’t we have a public school as- 
sociation in Atlanta? Not, let me hasten 
to gay, for the purpose of ousting any- 
body or making the w onk of abready over- 
burdened officers any harder, but to 
arouse public interest in the schools and 
to show the people what an injustice is 
being committed toward helpless chil- 
dren and what a danger threatens the 
future of Atlanta. Why is Boston known 
as the Athens of America? Not merely 
for her Harvards, her Wellesleys, her 
eonservatories of music, art and oratory; 
not for her public lberaries, her art gal- 
leries and her Browning clubs. Rather 
must we Say that these very.things ex- 
ist because the boys and girls of Boston 
have always had the ‘best ef public 
schools wherein ‘their youthful minds 
have been instilled with a love and a 
need for things educational and elevat- 
ing. It is these boys of the past and 
mep of the present who have made Bos- 
ton' what it is with its proverbial] at- 
mosphere of culture, which it is impos- 
sible for even the prejudiced not to feel. 
The Boston schools have not been made 


!by the boards of education, though their 


wise administration has been in harmo- 
ny with the spirit which pervades every- 
thing in that city. It is the people who 
make the schools—the men, wefnen and 
children who reap the benefits from them, 

“Now, the people of Atlanta are proud 
of Atlanta; they are publie spirited away 
beyond the limits of their means in many 
things. 

“When Clio, the elephant, died their 
sympathy for tbe bereaved and sorrow- 
ing children of the city led them far over 
the sea, across continents and through 
wildernesses inte the very jungles af 
India, thence to tead captive 
ing elephantine maiden to: seothe the 
wounded feelings of Atlanta’s young. 
And the children do rejoice in thelr new 
pet, and everybody commends the loy- 
alty and public spirit which inspired this 
generous act. With all their raillery and 
sarcasm, other cities which have tried 
to joke about Atlanta's elephant secretly 
envy her enterprise and her display of 
sympathy and human jnterest so lack- 
ing in older and mere conservative ¢om- 
monwealths.

“Yet what a grand and glorious ele- 

phant it is! 


Visiting the schools. If you have not, 
go tomorrow. Hear the babies who have 
only been jin school four months stand 
up and read intelligently—not the old, 
time-worn two letter words of ten, twen- 
try, thirty, forty, fifty, sixty years ago 
in which doubtless many of our venéra- 
ble members of the council were made 
by stern and grizzled teachers to ask 
haltingly, ‘Do we go up?’ and as halting- 
ly to reply, ‘Lo! so we do—but sensible 
little stories about the man who paints 
and the man who keep a_ “store with 
plenty of words of six or eight letters 
and an Occasional one or two 
Hear them read a new piece of music, 
taking soprano and alto parts sight in 
a manner that would do credit to a 
first-class church choir.

money! ‘Very well,” she said, ‘I'll go 
higher;’ and she went to the council.

‘Why, certainly,’ agreed tne council, ‘a 
little matter ot raising or low ering a few 
desks Ought not to cost much,’ and in 
some mysterious way the money to do 
this Was unearthed. 

“Now, this is the sort of thing that 
women can do. Men, occupied in the 
pursuance of their larger rights and 
privileges, often pass over ese littic 
details without knowing it. In their pres- 
ent sphere women can do little but fol- 
iow after the reapers and glean the scat- 
tered sheaves, thus making the field a 
clean expanse with ‘perfection’ written 
across its face. 

“In my visits to the schools of this 
city my attention was called to dne Httle 
difficulty which nothing but cooperation 
and absolute truth on the part of parents 
EK.very primary teacher has 
it to contend with, and no one but the 
parent is to blame. A mother will send 
of five and one-half years to 
school and evade the law by declaring 
that he is six. This child is expected to 
keep up with others a year older, and 
knows that a year on a child's 
age at that time of life is equal to the 
inch on the end of a man’s nose. It de- 
frauds the child of his last year of play, 
it fills up a seat which some older appli- 
cant may be legitimately seeking, it bur- 
dens the teacher with a pupil that can- 
not keep up with the others, and it forms 
a habit in the child of being present at 
school without being expected to do the 
others are dolng. Worst of 
all, he is taught at that tender age to 
practice deceit, for most children of five 
know that they are not six. This is one 
of the ways in which the schools become 
overcrowded, and one in which teachers 
and board are powerless, for they can- 
not go behind the statement of the child’s 
mother. Yet hundreds of mothers are 
guilty of this deceit. and as soon as the 
child passes its sixth birthday many of 
them admit their duplicity to the teacher 
and glory in their own cleverness. 


“Another very slight thing which would ie 


greatly assist primary teachers, espectal- 
lv in their daily routine, would be to teach 
children a Nttle self-reliance before start- 
ing them off to school alone. Just In the 
m: atter of putting on their own coats and 
wraps! Mothers should remember that 
a teacher cannot he!lp sixty little children 
to put on their wrans for the four ten- 
recesses and the dismissal each 
dav. and so they should not heln them 
so much at home, but insist on their 
ehildren learning to take care of them- 
selves. 

‘‘All these things seem slight, yet at- 
tention to them would assist a corns of 
teachers. which for excellence and fit- 
ness. coupled with uniform kindness to- 
ward the children in their charge. is un- 
surpassed. A visit to the schools wit! fm- 
press this fact upon any person of im- 


_ to Atlanta’s Schools. 
“Final! the impression made upon a 
new- free A ahsolutely without bias or 
prejudice, is this: That the sc hools of this 
eity are exceedingly good; that they are 
thoroughly up to date. without appearing 
to crowd out the good old essentials of 
reading. writing and arithmetic by the in- 
troduction of educational fads; that in 
general they are fairly well ventllated 
and sanitated, and, last of all, that it is 
a erving shame to have one single child 
excluded for lack of public funds from 
such thoroughly good and educating in- 
stitutions. 

“Atlanta people do not realize how good 
their schools are, else they would lose no 
time in building more of them. All they 
need is to have their attention called to 
a flaw in their prectos city, 
are

JUDGHD well known In New York 
state was glancing over the news- 
paper’s headlines. As his eye fell on 
“Robbed the Government of Thousands,” 
he threw aside the paper and addressed 
himself to the group around him. 

‘Robbed the government of thousands, 
did he? Umph! He’s not ace high—excuse 
the unjudicial expression, gentlemen— 
with the tobacco manufacturers of my 
bovhood days. Those fellows—they were 
numerous—understood the art of robbing 
the government of millions of dollars of 
revenuue.”’ 

The judge paused for reflection, and, 
as the group prepared itself for a story, 
he began: 

“Fifty years ago the greater part of 
the plug chewing tobacco produced in 
this country was manufactured in Rich- 
mond, Louisville, St. Louis, and a string 
of towns along the Mississippi river ex- 
tending from St. Louis, on the south, to 
Keokuk, Iowa, on the north, I was born 
in ore of those upper Mississippi tobacco 
towns, and, like all the other boys of 


that time and commuintyv whose folks 
were either unable or unwilling to keep 
their youngsters in idleness, J worked as 
a sStemmer in one of the tobacco fac. 
tories from March till October—the rest 
of the year was devoted to schooling. 

“The war between the north and the 
south demoralized the tobacco industry 
south of the Ohio river, and brought to 
the towns on the upper Mississippi! such 
a boom as they had never dreamed of, 
and, by the way, they are dreaming of it 
yet. In addition to the usual markets, 
which made extra heavy demands upon 
our towns because of the closing of so 
many southern factories, there were 
large orders from the government for 
plug to supply its cOmmissary depart- 
ment. 

“Well do I remember one of those gov- 
ernment orders. It was for 100,000 pounds 
of ‘Black Navy.’ The factory in which I 
worked at the time got the order. The 
brand was rightly named, for nothing 
could be blacker than it was. The casing 
consisted of the lowest grade of licorice, 
dirty brown sugar and musty gum ara- 
bic. The fillers were not stemmed, dnd 
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The 14th of February is the coming of 
spring, the time when young men's minds 
turn to love and the time for the begin- 
ning of a garden—potatoes, onions, let 
tuce, mustard and English peas should at 
least be planted on that day. 

But it was not to speak of this planting 
fhat I most desired. I have promised the 
girls that I would do whatever I could 
toward seeing that the last one of them 
have something of their own to give them 
interest in country home life. The most 
of them want a patch that shall be en- 
tirely their own when it is gathered, and 
they desire to do all the work save the 
plowing—for the plowing they will swap 
work or arrange in some other way with 
the men folks of the place. 

The proudest time of a 
when he had gathered the 
cotton or whatever it might have been 
that was grown on his first patch and 
went to market with the wagon, sold his 
produce and came back home with a guu 
and ammunition and a pair of red-tapped 
boots.

THE OLD WAY OF COLLECTING 
REVENUE.

ment of the government 
fect as it is at present. Nowadays, as 
you probably know, special revenue 
stamps are provided by the internal reve- 
nue department, and each package of to- 
bacco, when put upon the market, must 
bear stamps sufficient in value to show 
that the tax upon the contents of the 
package has been paid to the govern- 
ment. The present method was not in- 
augurated until some time in the seven- 
ties, the old method being much simpler 
and, consequently, fraud under it was 
not so difficult. 

‘Under the old system each internal 
revenue collector, instead off having 
stamps to sell in quantities as required 
by the manufacturers, was provided with 
a set of stencil plates and dies. When 
requested by the manufacturer, the col- 
lector would go to the factory and brand 
the packages that were rendy for the 
market. The brand, which was stamped 
on one end of each caddy, stated the

The town of Goerllitz on the. Neisse, in 
Prussian Silesia, away off in the south- 
eastern corner of the empire, and having 
a population of only 60,000, has just com- 
pleted a magnificent hall of fame, at a 
cost of a quarter of a million of dollars, 
all contributed by the citizens. 

THis truly noble edifice is entitled to 
rank with the finest architectural achieve- 
ments of a land that has the finest public 
buildings in the world. 

It lies on a height at the right shore of 
the Neisse river. from the shore of which 
broad flights of stone steps lead to it. 
The entrance Is through a great portal 
with four stone columns. On the sides 
of the portal are two great groups of 
figures, ‘“‘Peace’’ and ‘“‘War."’ The build- 
ing is crowned with a golden dome bear- 
ing on its summit the imperial crown. 

Beautiful reliefs and bronzes ornament 
this face of the building. The hall of 
fame itself is 68 feet high inside. A beau- 
tiful marble stairway leads to the niche, 
in which stands a double statue showing 
the first two emperors of united" Ger- 
many—Wilhelm 1. and Frederick IIT. 

In the month in which this building was 
dedicated, a huge statue of Bismarck was 
unvelled in Goslar, Mannheim unveiled a 
fine statue of Von Moltke, Munster dedl- 
cated a statue of the Prince Bishop 
Christoph Bernard von Galen, who con- 
quered Munster in the seventeenth cen- 
tury; Schleswig unveiled a statue of 
General Karl von Schmidt, the reorgan- 
izer of German cavalry, and in Lauen- 
burg a monument was unveiled to Lat- 
zow and Jahn, the heroes of the war of 
liberation. 

It is not possible to open a German 
ilfustrated paper, daily, weekly or month- 
ly, without finding the picture of some 
projected or completed monument of this 
nature. Nor is it possible to open any of 
these papers without finding pictures of 
military subjects. The soldier—officer or 
private—Is the prominent figure. 

A LAND OF FORTRESSES. 

Besides all this, the country still is full 
of fortresses. Some of them date back to 


past centuries. Others are so modern as 
the date when stane fort still were use- 
ful. ° 

Big cities have been bound as with an 
iron band by the fortifications that sur- 
round them, preventing any growth. It is 
only recently that the government has 
begun the work of demolishing some of 
the mighty walls and bastions, and razing 
the deep gates and trenghes that hold 
many of the famous German cities in a 
medieaval frame. 

Now Magdeburg, Metz, Strassburg and 
other fortified cities are to get their 
chance to expand and spread out into the 
rich plains around them. 

Among the walls that are to go are 
some historical ones whose history thrills 
German hearts deeply, as may be learned 
from the inscription on the stones. Such 
as these are the walls of Mainz or Ma- 
vence, the old city of the archbishdps of 
Mavence. In the gate of the citadel are 
corner stones from the ancient Roman 
walls. The date over this gate is 1660. 
Another beautiful and impressive gate is 
the Rhine gate which is being torn down 
now. Kastel, too, is to be freed from its 
belt of forts. With this, there will go the 
famous gate with its noble columns and 
its grand sculptured lion, which was built 
by the Deutche Bund in 1832. 

In and out of the cities, old and new, 
march the soldiers. Never is thefe a day 
without military operations of some kind 
in Germany. Companies or regiments are 
out. here in practice marches, there in 
firing @till. The practice marches are 
serious. There are casualties. The Ger- 
man officer is not content with mere 
practice. He feels impelled to harden his 
men to the conditions of real war as 
nearly as may be. 

Therefore we hear of killings when an 
artillery battery dashes out to make time 
to a pomt that is to be held against an 
imaginary enemy. We _ see a4remendous 
charges by cavalry—such fiefce charges 
as the famous one of a few years ago 
when two bodies of cavalry rode into 
each other so desperately that the ensu- 
ing collision caused heavy loss of life.

The artillery has had to fire at wooden 
figures of mhounted men which are drawn 
rapidly across the field of fire from one 
masking copse or other cover to another.

This new infantry arm ig somewhat 
larger in caliber than most of the new 
arms used in European armies, and the 
Germans believe that they will stop an 
enemy better than the smaller bullets 
that may pierce a man without check- 
ing his rush. 

The German navy has had the 98 model 
rifles for some time. When the army is 
supplied completely, the Germans will 
have the great advantage of requiring 
cnly one uniform type of ammunition for 
small arms for both sea and land service. 

The German navy, while not so potent 
in the daily life of the German people, 
still shares in the results of the great 
national spirit. A few years ago the men 
who chose sea duty to fulfill their obli- 
gations to the state were mostly dwellers 
on the north coast. Now the fleet con- 
tains 3.000 men who dwelled inland, most 
of whom never saw the ocean till their 
time came to enter the military service. A 
remarkable fact is that out of this num- 
ber of 3,000, the largest proportion, 1,700, 
are from Alsace-Lorraine, the land that 
was taken from France after the Franco- 
Prussian war.

OR at least a quarter of a century

Literary Symptom 


i E may often arrive at a fair estimate 
of the educational status of a coun- 
try, and the extent of culture to 
which its inhabitants have risen, by a 
perusal of the leading newspapers 
and magazines issued within its con- 
fines. Especially is this axiom appli- 
cable to the peculiar case of the 
United States, where the population 
is so heterogeneous and the range of 
schoiarship so wide and varied. No- 
where save in America is there such 
a flood of weekly literary papers znd 
monthly magazines. They are, of 
course, divided into their divers 

classes; some produce fiction solely of a stripe that 
is melodramatic and vulgar in the extreme; others 
succeed in securing romance and satire of a pro- 
nounced salacious nature, epigram decidedly risque, 
and poems which suggest things people only talk of 
in whispers; still others are dignified, austere in 
tone, giving publicity only to that brand of fiction 
or realism which is undoubtedly possible and_rep- 
utable, and a fourth thinly populated class devote 
their pages to strictly polemical, sociological and 
economic questions, posing with greater or less 
success as reflectors or dictators of public opinion. 
So marvelously has the number of these publications 
increased with our current era of prosperity that it 
is difficult to keep track of their different peculiari- 
ties and eccentricity of attraction. 

One of the wholesome and wholesale benefits of 
this vast invasion Of ephemeral literature is the 
fact that numbers of new and unknown writers are 
being brought into public notice and applause. Peo- 
ple are able, now, to spend more money for liter- 
ary diversion, and the enormously cheapened fa- 
cilities for publication have brought the finest spec- 
imens of the magazine maker’s art within the reach 
of the comparatively poor. So that the demand for 
fresh, virile manuscript, the kind which, if not ex- 
actly original within itself, yet tells an old story in 
new phraseology, is immense, and yet, we believe, 
in its infancy. Any writer who has something in- 
teresting to tell, and who can manage to tell it in a 
refreshing, picturesque manner, stands an excellent 
chance of disposing of his wares at a fair valuation. 
The fact, too, that men and women of genuine tal- 
ent are now being given a hearing, and that they 
are convinced that a high-sounding name is not a 
sufficient passport to literary success, is making for 
a rapid and sure development of the talent of the 
country. 

The point to which we wish to call particular at- 
tention in this article is the abilty of the literary 
colony of the United States to keep pace with this 
demand for fresh and entertaining reading. It has 
become almost impossible to inspect the index of 
any current magaZine without finding listed the 
name of some new and unadvertised writer whose 
products, when impartially read, compares favor- 
ably with those of the most experienced hands in 
the profession. And the only possible interpreta- 
tion of this encouraging spectacle is that our people 
are reading more discriminately and thinking more 
steadily and intensely than they have in past years. 
It is a vindication of the common-sense American 
ideas regarding the education of the children, anda 
demonstration of the salutary good wrought by the 
public libraries which are rapidly becoming a part 
of the life of town and country as well. 

Moreover, in this connection we have good reason 
to believe that a large number of our thinking 
classes are taking pains to see that their education 
does not end with the receipt of a diploma or the 
echoes of the last few words of the valedictory. It 
shows that self-education is advancing in great leaps 
and bounds and that the mightiest mental quali- 
ties are being developed by a large class of our peo- 
ple—the faculties of imagination and concentration. 
“Art is power’—there is no denying that assertion. 
What is vastly more important are the good results 
which a widespread appreciation of art carries in its 
train. And by art we mean creative abilitv in lit- 
erature, literar: appreciation ‘and bility to exe- 
cute—the whole wide rang. of the wunderful little

The Golden Wedding vs. 
the Divorce Problem 


ITH all of the accusations which are 
heaped on its head by prejudiced 
screamers, the press of today never- 
theless stands out as.a salutary, 
moral influence amongst the complex 
phases of twentieth century, exist- 
ence. It is doubtless true ‘that, in 
some instances, editors of the most 
pretentious journals have gone out of 
their way to pander to the vulgar, 
sensation-loving instincts of a cer- 
tain class of their readers; it is equal- 
ly true that news and features of a 
decidedly prurient character have of- 
ten been given prominence in the 
mistaken belief that the majority of people are in- 
terested in the public cleansing of the dirtiest linen. 
While these facts are undeniable, another is equally 
apparent. And that is that the predominating ele- 
ment of modern journalism has stood out for sane 
methods, for the use of the newspaper merely as a 
mirror to reflect current events, with intelligent 
censors in charge of the editorial desk, to weed out 
the more sinister reports from the mirror, the pub- 
lication of which could have naught but a contamt- 
nating effect. Thus it is that while we have seen 
the exploitation of the divorce courts in all their 


early 


a wholesome trend in the daily prints toward the 
publication of those incidents which tend to prove 
that the vast bulk of people still regard the sacred- 
ness of the hearthstone and view the unhealtny in- 
creases in the number of national divorces as only 
an evidence of an unusually slouchy condition of 
morals, contingent on this feverish phase of our de- 
velopment. 

But among the more assuring features which 
have appeared for the last few years in the many 
newspapers ‘of north and south, large and small, 
are reports of the many golden wedding celebra- 
tions taking place in a countless number of our com- 
munities. And this fact is what encourages us to 
believe that, notwithstanding the grave faces of 
the preachers and the many editorial wails, there 
is a substantial background of healthy .sentiment 
in the American mind,and that our most popular and 
cherished institutions are in no danger of being 
smothered so long as golden weddings are as fre- 
quent as the press gives us warrant for believing. 

For the mere fact of the golden wedding repre- 
sents much that is important and significant. It 
means that two people of different sex have lived 
together, in daily contact, and survived the test in 
sufficiently good feather to enable them to look 
on the day of celebration as a joyous occasion. We 
are not to think that they have reached the dim fil- 
ticth milestone without overcoming numerous ob- 
stacles in the path. If two persons of ideally con- 
genial temperament were placed together in a house 
furnished with all that makes home attractive, if 
there were no worries about the bread for the mor- 
row, no tears of ungrateful children, no annoying 
influences to breed discord and mar happiness— 
still there would be discontent and _ occasionally 
bickering. It is simply not in human nature to go 
anietly along day in and day out, yearn and year 
out, without an occasional upheaval of the serene 
temper, an occasional contradiction, an occasional 
difference of opinion and consequent unpleasant- 
ness. 

If, therefore, people who are really congenial must 
sustain friction and divergence, no matter how rare 
and quickly patched up, how much more eloquently 
do the facts speak when we consider that individuals 
of only average temperament, as a rule, have weath- 
ered the jars and squalls of a half century and 
emerged from the tester’s furnace purified of dross, 
their early vows of enduring love vindicated and 
sanctified by the cruel, material hand of Time, and 
little roughness planed oft, so that their natures 
dovetail as perfectly as is voucnsafed to humanity. 
And, if these various happy old couples would bear 
true testimony, they would, we believe, admit that 
in every instance, SELF-CONTROL AND SELF- 
OBLITERATION were responsible for the happy 
fruition of their five décades of life.

NTIL a few years ago the 

work and memory of 

Thomas Holley Chivers 

was neglected and almost 

forgotten. And yet his 

poetic thoughts are couch- 

ed in the same weird and 

mystical form as are those 

of the noted Edgar Allen 

Poe. A great man often is 

forgottensand his work un- 

heeded until years and 

years after his body lies 

beneath the sod. But when 

there does come a proper realization of 

the beauty or power of the life or the 

work, the pendulum usually swings to 

the opposite extreme ‘and in their eager- 

hess to make reparation fer past neglect 

humanity places too exalted an estimate 
upon such a life or adrk. 

Such in a measure has been the reac- 
tion in regard to Dr. Chivers. So eager 
have some of his worshippers been to 
drown out past neglect that they have 
tried to smirch the name of one of the 
noblest poets the world has produced. 
Even if it be granted that Poe got his 
Style from Chivers, as is claimed by some 
able authorities, in frankness it must be 
readily admitted that Poe eclipsed Chiv- 
ers, by handling the style in a much more 
masterful and perfect way. Therefore, to 
Poe belongs the credit as to the most 
perfect rendition and execution of a po- 
etic style claimed by Chivers’ friends to 
have originated with him. owever, it 
is not at all certain that the®weird style 
of Joe was the original produét of the 
brain of Chivers; for environment has 
always had much to do with the quality 
and style of literary productions, and 
both Chivers and Poe were reared and 
bred almost at the same time amongst 
the same kind of people. That Chivers 
was a great poet—a master poet—no one 
denies, but it is equally true that in 
thought, expression and poetic insight he 
falls far short of Edgar Allen Poe. 

It is a shame upon Georgia that his 
grave lies neglected in the little grave 
yard at Decatur, Ga., where no monu- 
ment worthy of his literary powers rears 
itself toward the heavens above his dis- 
integrating clay. He sang in tones of no 
uncertain character, and touched the 
hearts of thousands, not limited to this 
country, as is evidenced by the fact 
that when his death became known, songs 
in honor of his memory rose from ‘the

was born at Digby Manor, near Wash- 
ington, Ga., in the year 1807, just two 


years earlier than the birth of Edgar Al- 
len Poe. 

His father and mother were both Eng- 
lish and settled in Virginia, moving to 
Georgia a-few years before the birth of 
Thomas Holley. Colorel Chivers was a 
rich mill owner and planter and aid much 
toward upbuilding south Georgia. In 
about the year 1828 young Chivers grad- 
uated with considerable distinction from 
the Transylvania university, which is now 
the University of Kentucky. His diploma 
stated that he was a full-fledged doctor of 
medicine. After graduation he went north 
to live for a short time, but soon came 
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Thomas Holley Chivers, M. D, 


back to Georgia, dying in Georgia and | 


being buried at Decatur, December’ 18, 
1858. 

The most commendable work of Chiv- 
ers fall under the heads of sad and weird. 
for while he executed all classes of poetry 
—none werefof such excellence as that of 
a melancholf- nature Take his most Poe- 
like production, ‘Lily Adair,” and it will 
be seen that though. it resembles Poe's 
work, there is an indescribable something 
lacking which is found complete in. Poe's 
productions. The first two verses will be 
sufficient to give an idea of the poem: 


The Apollo Belvidere was adorning 
The chamber where Eulalie lay, 
While Aurora, the Rose of the Morning, 
Smiled full in thé face of Day.

A writer of some ability has sid of 
Chivers and his work: “He made ex- 
treme pomp and majesty of expression his 
highest aim. He could also he fluent 
when he revealed no message. Fle put no 
boundary between what was grotesque 
and what was inspired. And it i= . fact 
that. with all the contemporary airing of 
the subject, it is Poe's «elebritv and not 
Chivers’ ‘hat remains. The finer instincts 
and touch are what the world takes ac- 
count of and exalts. Chivers, except at 
rare intervals, did not approach near 
enough to the true and highest altitude. 
He was too short-breathed to stay poise 
on the heights. The pathetic conclusion 
of the whole matter of his life and his 
work is embodied in the one word, ‘al- 
most.’ He never quite touched the high 
and ambitious empyrean at which he 
aimed. There were great and beautiful 
visions before him, but he failed to put 
them irtto nerfectlv clarified exrression.” 

Even though he did rot reach the high 
standard which the greatest poet must 


] reach; ani even though he failed to touch 


the heights which in his mind’s eye he 
beheld and longed to reach; yet his mem- 
ory is an inspiration, and a great deal of 
his work a poetic benediction. He was a 
man of which Georgians may well be 
proud, and a poet which the worid can 
honor.

Sometimes 
a thought would strike her and lift her 
out of the realms of sand, but with per- 
fect safety horses were left tied to the 
scrub oak saplings of the neighborhood. 

Successful horse stealing might ma- 
terially increase the revenues of litera- 
ture. In Paris a rib from under the sad 
dle is looked upon With geat favor and 
recently in Germany a large and hungry 
array of scientists and philosophers sat 
down and ate ferty horses.

HEN a tank is leaking there 
must be a hole somewhere, 
and there is only one way 
of stopping the leakage- 
that is, to find out where 
the hole is and cork it se- 
curely from the inside. 
When the resources of a 
nation are ebbing awa; 
from the masses of people 
and are being gathered In 
the hands of a few hun- 
dreds or thousands, there1s 
something radically wrong 

and a remedy must be found, but so far 
the social] economists and lawmakers of 
the world have been busy plugging only 
imaginary holes in the tank containing 
the wealth of the people. That the 
masses are getting poorer every day Is 
beyond any doubt, but the remedies pro- 
posed to cure this evil have been very in- 
efficient. 

Some have thought to find the remedy 
in labor unions, others have advised to 
make all capital social property, others 
again to make all the land social. prop 
erty, and still these and all other reme 
dies have been nothing but a patching up 
of imaginary leaks and nothing has beer 
accomplished. 

The leak consists in the power that the 
armed man exerts ovgr the unarmed, tho 
usurpation of the compulsory military 
service, which tearg the young men away 
from their work. As long as we shall 
have a single armed man with a legalized 
right to kill, no matter whom, we shall 
have slavery in the shape of unequal dis- 
tribution of wealth. 

It is the general opinion that money 
represents wealth, and as wealth is the 
product of labor, money consequently 
must represent labor. 

Every one agrees that money is nothing 
but an exchange for labor. I make shoes, 
another person raises grain, still another 
raises sheep, and to facilitate’ the ex- 
change of these different forms of labor 
we have coined money. 

This principle, of course, is sound an® 
just, but only in the ideal state of so- 
ciety, where violence of any form is ex- 
cludéa. It would be sound and just if we

who call ourselves Christians lived up to 
the true principles of Christianity, if we 


t

always gave our neighbor what he has 3 
right to expect, but under the present so- 
cial conditions we not only do not give 
our neighbor his just dues, we even tak? 
from him what he has, and money Goes 
not represent labor, but force. 

As soon as a war breaks out, as soon as 
one person takes by force what belongs 
to another, then money is no longer an 
exchange for labor. The money that an 
army levies is a tribute of war does not 
represent its labors, and is an entirelv 
different thing from the money that I re- 
ceive in exchange for the shoes that I 
have made with my hands. As long as 
We have owners of ‘slaves and slaves, 
roney does not represent work. 

Women haev woven a piece of linen, 
they have sold it and received the money 
for it, but there are other women, serfs, 
who have woven the same kind of goods 
for their masters, but the masters have 
sold it and received the money for it, and 
the money in both cases is the same, but 
in the one case it represents labor, while 
in the other it represents force. 

This, that some have had the legal right 


| to take the money for the work of others, 


has laid the foundation for the unequal 
distribution of wealth; and though we no 
longer have Actual slavery in its old 
shape, slavery still exists masquerading 
under asether name, and, if anything, 
the wage-slavery of today is even worse 
than the old form, when the slave-owner 
had an interest, even if a selfish one, in 
the well-being of his slaves. 
What Money Represents 

Money represents work! That is true, 
but whose work? In our modern society 
it hardly ever represents the work of the 
one who possesses it. It almost invaria- 
bly represents the work of another per- 
son; it represents the performed or the 
future work of some one else. In fact, it 
represents the obligation to work imposed 
upon another by main force. 

Money, in the sense that we use it now. 
is a conventional sign that gives the right, 
or rather, the possibility to profit by the 
work of some one else. In its ideal sense 
money should not give this right or pos- 
sibility if it did not actually represent 


| labor done, and it could be used in this 


way in a society that condemned vio- 
lence in any form, but as goon as there is 
any room for violence—that is, for the 
possibility of profiting by the work of an- 
other without doing any work yourself— 


| 


Cruel Than That of Old 


money readily lends itself for this pur- 
pose. 

Man in modern society sells the products 
of his past, present and future work for 
money, not because money to him is a 
convenient form of exchange—he would 
just as readily exchange in the primitive 
Wway—but because others demand money 
from him as a sign of work that he is 
torced to perform. 

When the king of Egypt demanded the 
work of his slaves, they gave him every- 
thing; they gave him their past and pres- 
ent work, but they could not mortgage 
their future. Now, in modern time, 
thanks to the circulation of money and 
credit, it has been made possible to pay 
for work to be performed in the future. 
Money, in a society where violence js 
legalized, has created a new form of 
slavery, an impersonal form that has re- 
placed the personal. The old siave-owner 
had the right to compel a certain num- 
ber of slaves owned by him to work, but 
the owner of money holds the power to 
compel ALL who are in need of money to 
work for him. 

The wage-slavery, of course, has abo!- 
ished many features of cruelty that were 
possible under the old form of slavery, 
but it has also abolished all feeling of 
personal interest between employer and 
employee. . 

I will say nothing as to whether the 
present situation is necessary for develop- 
ment or humanity. This is a point that 
I do not want to discuss. I have only 
tried to explain that it is a mistake to 
think money a sign of labor performed 
though at one time I used: to think 80 
myself, while I know now that in most 
cases it represents force or fraud based 
on force. 

Money nowadays ig nothing but money. 
It has a fixed value and it is considered 
perfectly legal and just if those who pos- 
sess it use f to enjoy themselves to grat- 
ify their own personal desires and to 
grind others down. It is not considered 
immoral] as the slavery of old. 

In my youth a certain game of chance 
was introduced into society. Many be- 
came addicted to playing it, many lost 
everything they had, they. ruined the bap- 
piness of their family and ended by com- 
mitting suicide. Then the Zame was for- 
bidden by law and it is forbidden to- 
day.

The Cliffe Where the Caves Are

UT of the bowels of 
earth in the wildest part 
of the Kentucky moun- 
tains, a vivid sidelight has 
been flashed on the Ameri- 
can revolution, revealing 
some of the vicissitudes 
that surrounded the first 
patriots who followed the 
trail of Daniel Boone in 
the search for homes 
in the unknown regions of 
the great west.

A few of these caves have 
been entered and explored for a short 
distance, but either the difficulties en- 
countered were too great or the supplies 
for a prolonged exploration were inade- 
quate, and so the mysterious depths be- 
yond remained unpierced by the ray of 
torch or lantern. Once, ten years ago, a 
small party of mountaineers entered the 
largest cave (‘‘Independence Cave’ it is 
now called) determined to trace its wind- 
ing halls and huge chamvers to the end. 
For a time the progress of these first 
explorers was successful. Then they 
came to a labyrinth of passages, their 
pine 
managed to reach daylight again it was 
found that one of their number was 


missing... Returning to the village, 2 miles | 


below, at the foot of the mountain, a 
party of twenty-five men was collected 
and set out to search the cave. For a 
long time there was no trace of the miss- 
ing man, and from the iIrresolute, ap- 
palled by the perils of the place, there 
was a strong movement to turn back.

ten years ago, Paris Holcombe, and his 
father, Ol Holcombe. 

It was early morning when we reached 
the mouth of Independence cave vupc-ning 
on a narrow ledge of sandstone in the 
topmost cliff of Pine mountain. Had it 
not been for the strong current of coid 
air that came from it, keeping the sur- 
rounding follage in perpetual motion. one 
would never have suspected that this 
narrow fissure in the rock marked the 
entrance to a subterranean wor!d, whose 
labyrinths would take davs end even 
weeks to explore. For a distance of a 
hundred yards, lying flat on the ground 
in complete darkness, we worked our 
way slowly along the rough floor of this 
entering passage into the first chamber 
of the cave. Here the roof rose abruptly 
some fifty feet above us, and it was a 
relief, after the coflin-like contraction of 
the cave’s first passageway, to stand up, 
light our miner’s lamps and find space 
enough about us for a regiment to per- 
form its evolutions. The bowlders that 
strewed the floor of this first room, how- 
ever, would have broken the ranks of the 
best of soldiery, and our first progress 
was by no means on the double quick. 

Although there were three other pas- 
fages leading from this first chamber, we 
took the course that opened straight be- 
fore us, to which we subsequently gave 
the name cf ‘“‘The Roughs.” 
part of the cave, including the opening 
chambers and The Roughs, is composed of 
black rock, irregular in shape and posi- 
tion, and following a stecfly dip downward 
into the mountain. The way along The 
Roughs led back and forth across a 
central chasm at the 
more than five hundred feet below us, 
could be heard a stream of water. For 
the distance of hAJf a mile we fought our 
way over this chasm until we reached a 
sudden change in the rock formation. 
Instead of the sombre walls and ceiling 
that had surrounded us, we 
chamber of brilllant yellow.

mountain. Thirty miles from the en- 
trance of Independence cave are the head- 
waters of Cumberland river in Pine 
mountain. It has been noticed time and 
again that any rise or fall in the Cum- 
beriand is immediately duplicated in Pe- 
ter creek, and this to such an extent 
that the origin og the latter from the 
source of the Cumberland seems well 
established. The limestone formation of 
Pine mountain extends continuously 
from the Cumberland’s source to the 
mouth of Independence dave, and as 
Peter creek is nowhere seen above 
ground until it tumbles out of this lime- 
stone cliff into the Ling Fork, there is 
every reason to believé that it has hol- 
lowed out a great subterranean YF ge 04 
for itself 20 miles in extent.

The 
scenes of the city when recited to his 
family before the door of his thatched 
cabin in the evening were rosy enough 
and contrasted strongly with their own 
humble surroundings, with the usual re- 
sult that the family gradually drifted 
nearer and nearer, as circumstances 
might permit, toward the centers. Others 
who could not move toward the cities and 
missing their former neighbors went 
nearer the large plantations.

It is 
seldom. however, that one is asked to 
spend the night under the country Cu- 
ban's roof, partially because of the 
usually limited accommodations of his 
“shack,” of which, however, he is not 
ashamed, and partially because of an in- 
herent suspicion for all strangers, and 
especially those known to him as foreign- 
ers. While professing Christianity and 
even religion. the Cuban man, and especi- 
ally he of the country, has adopted the 
theory that religion in practice Is good for 
women and children only, and practices 
‘this teaching conscientiously. The women 
and children. however, while more or less 
ignorant of the teachings of their church, 
are devout. 
The advent of investors to Cuba from 
the I'nited States has awakened the 
country folks as not even the insurrec- 
tion did. For a long time actual money 
has been at a great premium, The farmer 
received goods and provisions in return 
for his produce and months would inter- 
vene between the times when he pos- 
sessed a gold piece. Now gold is flowing 
into the island and the man who has 
pereworre heid his farm in small esteem 
has begun to exaggerate its value. “Yan- 
kee tricks" have been introduced into 
the country as well as into cities, so 
that the most ignorant farmer of the 
back woods is the match in a trade for 
the smoothest of ‘‘newcomers.”’ 
President Palma has promised the peo- 
ple of the island that the veterans of the 
last Cuban revolution will soon be paid 
for their services to their fatherland, and 
,as a large percentage of the $23,000,000 
( which is fo be thus scatt@red throughout 
ithe island will to the country people, 
an era of great prosperity is promised 
them. Then again the United States 
promised to reimburse its citizens for 
losses sustained in Cuba during the revo- 
lution and during the war with Spain to 
the extent of nearly $60,000,000. most of 
which will find its way back to the plan- 
tations and eventually into the pockets 
of those who make the crops. Altogether 
the outlook for the countryman is 
faf brighter than ever hefore 
may be expected to advance edu- 
cationally and otherwise in proportion to 
his increase of prosperity. 
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Camping in Winter. 
(Country Life in America 

He who camps during the summer 
months finds comfort in abundance and 
drawbacks noticeable. The 
bright, cool days of the autumnal months 
also bring chiefly things to enjoy, and 
only when the cold rains come does the 
dweller in the wood begin to realize the 
disagreeable features of the life. But of 
all seasons for camping, perhaps none 
offers the peculiar fascinations of those 
months when the land is clothed in its 
unspotted winter dress. Then the air is 
clean and clear, the woods are even more 
than usually silent. and the trees and 
shrubs are transformed into gleaming 
white statues. On a bright day all things 
glisten, and the myriads of sparkling 
crystals seem to dance and laugh tin the 
crigp, cold sunlight which illumines but 
does not warm; under a dull sky the cold 
gray monotony is almost unbroken by 
shadows. In the woods the _ tree-top 
nds with its load of snow; tired of the 
weight, it drops the white mass and a 
“faint muffled crash is heard.

On another floor printing presses are 
throwing off heaps of bright colored la- 
bels and prize chromos, which are gath- 
ered up and carried to another room, 
presided over by a Stately gray-aaired 
matron, whose company of girls paste 
the labels on boxes and bags and pack 
the advertising plaques and_ pictures. 
Just beyond you hear the click of rows 
of sewing machines operated by women, 
while little girls In mother-hubbards ply 
busily between, picking up the tiny to- 
bacco sacks as taey fall from the ma- 
chines and taking them to where they 
filled, labeled and stamped. 
The fillingof tnese sacks and the putting 
ap of packages in tinfoil is a branch of the 
industry which is not done by machinery. 
Human ‘aands must perform this work, 
but they are aided by ingenious contriv- 
ances akin to machinery in the expedition 
and exactness they insure. You see one 
of these contrivanees in operation in the 
rooms where women and girls are put- 
ting up tobacco in tinfoil packages, 
standing in rows in front of long tabies 
with a little balance scale, a pile of fine- 
cut, a heap of tinfoil and the ingenious 
filling apparatus before each one. 

A few seconds suffice to fill and secme 
each package. The hands the girls 
ply so fast you can hardly see them. ['! 
Suppose they are paid according to the 
amount of work done. They all lookel 
contented and not overworked, even the 
women who sat aloft on the grinding 
machines feeding the hoppers, their 
grimed faces showing dimly through 
clouds of tobacco dust. But none 
them were plump, and their comnpicxiors 
were sallow. Owing, no doubt. to the 
tobacco they absorb by breathing ar 
through the pores of the skin. 

“The employees don't tobacco,” I 
vaid to my obligine guide, “L should think 
they would all be so sick of the sight and 
smell] of it.’’ and I thought, ‘‘what a 
capital place to send an unfortunate 
flave of tobacco; it would be a sure cure 
fer him.’ 

“You are wrong there,” 
guide, “I think almost every 
ployed here either chews or smokes to- 
bacco. Only a small per cent of the 
women use snuff, but a good many smoke 
cigarettes.”’ 

“Are the employees healthy?’ 

“Yes, as much so as in any other busi- 
ness. They are free from malaria. The 
tobacco kills the germs that may get 
Into their system. 

The factory building is excellently weil 
ventilated, which accounts in great part 
for the good health of the working folk 
I questioned one of the knife grinders. IT 
had heard that knife grinding was the 
most deadly of all vocations—that the fin 
steel particles continually flying from the 
machine ground knives were fatal to 
lungs, into which they were breathed, 
five or six years being the limit of the 
knife grinder’s life, unless. indeed he wus 
protected by wearing a gauze wire mask 
over his face No such mask was worn 
by the cheery-looking grinder of the 
knives that were every few minutes be- 
ing dulled in a neighboring cutting ma- 
chine. 

“And I expect to live my life out. we 
don't die till our time comes.’ he said, 
rolling his tobacco quid in his mouth.

T.. asks to have a legend about St. Cath 
erine published on the Woman's page. 
There are six St. Catherines who have 
been canonizeca by the Roman Catholic 
church, but only two of these are fre- 
quently referred to. The earliest St 
Catherine lived in Rome, in the fourth 
century, and died a martyr to her faith 
in the city of Alexandria. She was of 
royal parentage, and celebrated for her 
learning and philosophical culture. She 
has always been considered the special 
patron of philosophical schools. In her 
pictures she is represented with a wheel, 
and thereby hangs the story of her 
miraculous deliverance from torture, 

A company of heathen philosophers 
forced her to dispute with them about re- 
ligion. They were completely discomfited 
by her eloquence. and, in revenge, they 
bound her to a wheel armed with spikes 
in such a way that with every turn of 
the wheel the spikes would center her 
body. But the cords were miraculously 
broken. 2nd the malice of her persecutors 


was foiled

horn in Giena,. in Italy, and was an 
ascetic religeuse from her babvhood. At 
® vears old she fasted and prayed regular-

At Is years 
eld she quit eating any kind of animal 
food. At 2 ehe ceased to eat bread, and 
lived on fruits and uncooked vegetables. 
For vears hefore the close of her short 
life (she died in her thirty-third vear) she 
had ceased to eat food anv kind and 
took onlv water. She slept only half an 
hour in the four and twenty, and whipped 
herself three times a day until the blood 
ran. She lived three years without speak- 
ing. She wore an iron chain around her 
body which gradually ate into the flesh. 
She often fell into trances, and in onc of 
these she #gmained standing, perfectly 
rigid. with outstretched arms, after which 
she fell prostrate. When she came out of 
the trance she declared she had suffered 
the miracle called ‘‘stigmata,’’ which 
means that she had received the five 
wounds of Christ. as St. Frarcis is said 
to have received them. She did for her 
church one great and historic benefit— 
she induced the pope to remove his court 
from France back to Italy and Rome. 
Seven succewive French popes had held 
their court in Auvignon, France—to the 
dissatisfaction of nearly all the Catholic 
world. Men of learning, high church sta- 
tion and social] position had tried in vain 
to induce the pope to remove to ltaly. 
Kverything had failed until Saint Cath- 
arine, pale and worn with fasting and 
penance, left her seclusion full of faith 
in her strange mission and accomplished 
her purpese, to the amazement of ail. 
She was then in her twenty-ninth year. 
Four years later she passd away.

- HE Mardi Gras season in all 
its glory is upon the city 
of New Orleans! The car- 
nival which began on Jan- 
uary 6 with the grand ball 
of the Twelfth Night Rev- 
elers, and continucs until 
Mardi Gras, February 24, 
will rival in magnificence 
and beauty the display of 
any preceding year. Each 
season tourists from. all 
parts of the United States 
and from foreign countries 

| join in the nilgrimage to the beautiful 

city “in the crescent bend of the Missts- 
| sippi;’’ and as al) have united in declar- 

'ing that in no other city in the world is 

it celebrated with the same gorgcousness 

and lavish display, so this year must 
the dictum be that all former veirs have 
been surpassed. 

“Our homes end our hearts are yours!” 

This is the greeting which The Picayune 
sends out to all visitors to the historic 
old city, the home of chivalry and ro- 
mance, of springtime and song, where the 
roses bloom in gerennjial beauty, and the 
wisteria clambers over the iron balus- 
trades of the old French houses, and the 
lilac nods its purple and white blossoms 
in response to the warm kisses of the 
fun.’ And the interest which those 
| homés hold for the stranger is only out- 
weighed by the warmth and geniality of 

New Orleans’ hearts. The very lavishness 

of the carnival, whosee magnificent pa- 

geantry is as free to the poorest as to 
the very rich, proclaims thelr generosity 
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and prodcigality. 

in Rome, fhe Imperial City. where the 
carnival has been Celebrated for about 
thirteen centuries, the participints are 
en masque, and there is no organization, 
each disporting himself according tio his 
own fanev. It remained for New Orieans 
to lend form and shape to tne iestivities 
nd mold into a comprehensive system 
‘the spectacles and pageants which for 
' brilliancy and spléndor are the height and 
breadth of human skiil and of recklcss ex- 
penditure. And this has been done by 
degrees. The New Orleans carnival pa- 
radcs date back to 1827. ‘but not until ten 
vears Inter was the first organized street 
| parade of maskers given; ard not until 
night of Mardi Gras. 1857, did the 
Mystic Krewe of Comus appear-—moving 
upon vans or cars and representing the 
Jemcn actors in ‘Paradise Lest.” 

This was the first of the several grand 
scenic displays which now occur yearly, 
the parades being followed hy magnificent 
tableau balls, which are given now in 
the French oyera house in 30Tfrbon 
street, but formerly in the famous bali 
room of the old St. Louis hotel, which in 
its day reached a splendor almost un- 
paralleled in the history of this coun- 
try, and was the resort of the wealthiest 
planters and slaveholders in the sovutn 
' On the walls of the lower rotunda, some- 
times used by the negro slave-traders as 
'an auction mart. the names of aucticneers 
| may still be seen carved in the walls. 
'PRIVATE PURSES PAY EXFENSES. 

There are several associations which 
provide and maintain this splendid sys- 
(tem of scenic pageantry which changes 
in all its features with each successive 
year—representative citizer#$ who form the 
| different carnival organizations and spare 
| no expense from their private purses to 
make these street pageants as beautiful 
and as magnificent as possible. The pa- 
|'rades are from three to six in number, 
each costing from $15,000 to $60,000. <A 
great many people are constantly em- 
ployed in the making of the parajMerna- 
lia and trapping which are necessary to 
the displays; byt so great is the mys- 
tery which surrounds these secret urgan- 
'igations and their workings, no Outsider 
has ever beet able to penetrate it. De-

signers, painters and costumers, carvers 
gilders and workers in papier mache are 
busy in the factories and storehouses, but 
so entirely and so successfully are the 
properties concealed from prying eyes, 
they are inaccessible save to the initiated. 
In one display alone where several s0- 
cletles combine in one grand pageant. 


as many as a hundred wagons bearing | 


tableaux, with a thousand richly dressed 
characters and as many horses, may 
sometimes be seen in a single proc¢gsion, 
nil brilliantly illuminated Dy colored 
fire. 

All this gorgeous and dazzligz scenic 
effect must first take shape in some 
brain—some mind pecullarly artistic and 
gifted. The work is of such comprehen- 
sive and complicated character, calling 
for such extravagance of imagination and 
such elaborate detail, it would scarcely 
occur to a looker-on af one splendia float 
after another passing in review, that per- 
haps half the carnival was designed by 
one young woman. There are two de- 
signers for the New Orleans carnivals—a 
man (who has done the work for years), 
and of late years, 2 woman, Miss Jennie 
Wilde, granddaughter of the statesman 
and poet, Richard Henry Wilde. 

Miss Wilde was born in Augusta. Ga.. 
the city which not tong since erected a 
monument fo her distinguished :ncestor, 
tut with the exception of the years at 
the art league in Néw York has spent 
her life in New Orleans. It was soon al- 
ter opening her studio in her own city that 
she was asked to submit designs for one 
of the parades, which she did, with such 
success she has been. designing for the 
fame organization ever since, and now 
has about half the carnival in New Or- 
lears, and also Cesigns for Mobile and 
Kansas City carnivals. ' 

“Somd@imes.” she says, “I plan and 
originate everything In connection with 
a parace br ball, as the\case may be, even 
to the smallest detail’ Again, 1 some- 
timés only carry out the ideas of the cap- 
tains or committee in charge. The imag- 
ination that is necessary for this particu- 
lar branch of art I am proud to say I 
relieve J] inherit from my grandfather, 
Richard Henry Wilde.” 

The ball at the old St. Louis was the 
inauguration of. the grand carnival balls 
wrich are such a feature of the celebra- 
tions’ today, numbcring from ten tc fif- 
teen, atd costing from $3,000 to $10,000 
each. From the grara tall of the 
Twelfth Night Revelers on there are balis 
and receptions till New “Orleans is one 
whirl of gayety, ard -by the arrival of 
Mardi Gras and the magnificent parades 
of Rex and the Krewe of Comus the city 
has gone mad. 

New Orleans is famous fer many things’ 
It is called “The Home of Music in Amer- 
ica’'’—grand opera having been first in- 
troduced here und maintained unbroken 
through a century; it was the mart to 
which slaves 
portion of the southern states and sold 
at aucticn; it is the home of the Creole; 
it is the one spot on the American con- 
tinent where “an old world charm and a 
new world glow have joined hands in 
lare combination, and from the rising to 
the setting of the sun the generous 
thought, the fine hospitality, the genial, 
sunny «@haracter of the people delight in 
revealing themselves, Just as the gulden- 
hearted daisy hourly rejoices in opéning 
its snowy petals into new white stars tp 
giadden the world about it."’ 

But most of ail, it is famous for its 
carnivals. In Havana, in the City. of 
Mexico, in Rtme, tn the south of France, 
even in the Philippines—wherever the 
Latin race predominates—Mardi Gras is 
celebrated, but nowhere with the gor- 
geousness angj magnificéhce as in New 
Orleans. 

And the werk is largely the concep- 
tion of one woman's mind—the first and 
only designer of carnivals in the worid.

The book bas already reached the Lon- 
don reviewers, and, according to a cable 
dispatch to The New York Times, seems 
to equal their highest expectations of its 
interest and value. Although Mr. Pritch- 
ard did not find the mylodon of which 
he went in search, he nevertheless learn- 
ed more about Patagonia than any one 
ever knew before, and his new map of 
that strange country will be a guide to 
future travelers and a boon to geog- 
raphers. He found also a new and impor- 
tant variety of puma, which is even 
ugilér in temper than other known vari- 
eties, and he discovered the existence of 
- miles of mysterious forests on the siopes

The historical and geographical impor- | 
tance of this work can hardly be over- 
estimated. Patagonia is a country about 
which little is known to ¢he world in 
general, as the literature on the subject 
is decidedly meager, while the aspect of 
that quaint tail of South America and 
its wild denizens has practically never 
before been pictorially presented.

She demonstrates, some- 
what vaguely it must be sag], the power 
of corrupt ministers and go¥ernment offi- 
cers to grind the people, andi she empha- 
sizes the tendency of royalty to content 
itself with playing the dummy for “rev- 
enue only.’’ Earnestness end the mere 
power of right demonstrate their strength 
under her skilful treatment, and she 
HluStrates how irresistible and clamorcus 
is the voice of the common people. In 
justice to Miss Corelli it should be ad- 
mitted that if all kings acted as did her 
paper monarch, the world's sum-total of 
euffering, crime and bloodshed would be 
vastly diminished. 

AS was to be expected, there is a Icve 
story of the most intense description run- 
ning through the narrative The hero and 
heroine are somewhat unique, too, one be- 
ing a king and the other a fonndling. 
Miss Corelli has an eye for dramatic 
effects, and with this good quality she has 
vastly improved her powers of descrip- 
tion and of deduction. A few of her 
sociological and economic arguments are 
masterpieces, in an humble way, and her 
reverent treatment of religion is sume- 
thing refreshing and commendable. She 
may be eccentric and superlative, but she 
is certainly good—that we cannet doubt. 
Incidentally, ‘‘Temporal Power” contains 
an acrid fling at the trusts, from the 
standpoint of Europeans, and not a few 
Americans.

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ITERATURE is a morbid growth, 
| the product of diseased social con- 
ditions, according to Professor Al- 
bert Schinz. The inspiration “of a poet 
or a writer’—is not the poet a writer?— 
he finds in “struggles jn noble causes, for 
liberty, country, religion, principles.’’ Not 
only is it true that a happy people has 
no history, because it has no sufferings or 
Struggles, but ‘‘nelther will it have any 
literature.” The American people are 
doomed to literary poverty hecause ‘‘free 
from all the shackles of deeply rooted 
and resisting traditions, the citizens of 
the néw world know well how to profit by 
the experiences of others and find them~- 
selves today economically and soctally 
the most prosperous nation on the globe.’ 
Because we excel in making so many 
other things we cannot excel in making 
books. 

We have often been told that our poli- 
tics is less interesting than that of some 
foreign countries because we have ar- 
rived at thé goal toward which others are 
struggling. We have already sceured civil 
and religious liberty by settling the rela- 
tions of the church, the state and the in- 
dividual: We have eliminated dynastic 
wars and court “intrigues by dispensing 
with a uynasty and a court, and we have 
nothing left to struggle over except tire- 
Some economic questions. But that we 
must be without HNterature, as well as 
truly exciting and inspiring politics, will 
be a painful surprise to the people of 
tue United States. 

Iet it be granted, that Mterature is not 
our strong point. It will astonisna 
Americans to learn that they have been 
without “struggles in noble causes, for 
lioerty, country, religion, principles.’ 
They have grown up under the impres- 
sion that their history was a struggle for 
liverty, and that if there were not a strug- 


gle, there was, at least, heroic endurance 
for religion by Quakers and Puritans. 
Was not the revolutionary war, was not 
i.e civil war, a struggle in a noble cause, 
for liberty, country or principles? Were 
not great principles involved in the sec- 
ond war with England, and even in the 
war with Mexico? Colonial existence’ was 
often exciting enough, and the “winning 
of the west” was not without heroic fea- 
tures. If we have not a great literature 
there would seem to be something wrong 
with Professor Schinz’s theory. He ad- 
mits that the anti-slavery struggle pro- 
duced “what is America’s greatest liter- 
aty masterpiece, ‘Uncle Tom's Cabin.” 
But this is simply his individual opinion; 
eminent literary critics have given Mrs, 
stowe’s book a much lower place as a 
work of iterary art. 

Of coursé Professor Schinz may be re- 
ferring to the present peace and pros- 
perity of the United States as an expla- 
nation of its present. literary mediocrity. 
That is implied by his contrast between 
Russian and American literature. But if 
the rest of Europe have no great writers 
now, it has had long since ‘‘the crusaders 
and the wars of religion.” Tennyson was 
a great poet, Balzac and Hugo were great 
prose writers, but the great ‘struggles in 
noble causes, for liberty, country, re- 
ligion, principles,” were past genera- 
tions before their day.“ Life was not s0 
commonplace under Elizabeth as under 
Victoria, but there is little evidence that’ 
Shakespeare's inspiration came from 
struggles for Nberty, religion or prin- 
ciples. His work sho@s intense national 
feeling, and the influence of England's 
wars with France, but no more such. 
feeling or martial influences than many 
American writings, some of which are of 
only moderate excellence, and some qf 
which are rubbish.—Philadelphia Recoru.

THE BLUE FLOWER. 


Dr. Henry Van Dyke borrows the title 
of his new book of stories from Novalis, 
taking as his symbol the famous ‘blue 
flower’ of the German mystic. He says 
he has put these stories together because 
they are ‘fragments of the same story— 
ine long story which will never be per- 
fectly told until men learn a new lan- 
guage—the story of the search for happi- 
ness, which is life.’’ In his preface he 
says in part:

_ut in the middle of the second book he 
broke off to take a long journey, from 
which he has not yet returned. If you 
would like to understand the meaning of 
the search for happiness as fully and as 
clearly as it can be told in words, you 
w... read the bit of Novalis which is 
translated here (somewhat freely, I must 
confess), and perhaps you will see why, 
for want of a better title, the book is 
named after ‘The Blue Flower.’ Only one 
of the stories—that which has to do with 
»infried and the Oak of Geismar—has 
any foundation in fact, or even in §gradi- 
tion. Yet I think they are All true. And 
so will you take the little book and see if 
it belongs to you? Once it was not mine, 
and then it was mine, and now it is no 
longer mine alone.”’

of which, ‘‘The Other Wise Man,” ‘‘The 
First Christmas Tree’ and ‘“‘The Lost 
Word,”’ are old—and one might say fa- 
mous.

Ellen Glasgow, who is spending the 
winter In New York, says that she, in a 
round-about way, owes the publication 
of her first published novel to Harold 
Frederic. She had already brought one 
novel in manuscript to New York and 
failed to place it. She went home, wrote 
another book and brought it here. His- 
tory repeated itself. Publishers were 
stony-hearted. At last, in-sheer despair. 
she sent the manuscript anonymously to 
a well-known firm. It was accepted, be- 
cause the reader into whose hands it fell 
was sure that he had a book by Harold 
Frederic and that the firm couldn't af- 
ford to miss it. This was the beginning 
of the very successful career of *the au- 
thor of “The Voice of the People.’’ and 
a volume of her poems printed in lux- 
urious style by De Vinne. 


PUBLICATION NOTES. 

McClure'’s Magazine began to announce 
Miss Tarbell’s ‘History of Standard Oil’ 
almost a year before the first installment 
appeared in the magazine. This delay 
was a source of much disappointment 
to editors and readers alike, but Miss Tar- 
bell, in her researches, had accumulated 
such a mass of material that she had to 
insist on béing given more time to do it 
justice.

watching tné progress of her to®et. Then 
there was the silver taper case bought 
by Scott for his mother, with the first fee 
which he earned as a fawy@, several 
small nackages hearing her writing, and. 
also, Sir Walter's father’s snuff box and 
pip ease. All ‘these little relics were 
found in his desk after his death. The 
small hall leading out of the studv is 
that in which, According to Scott’s joking 
tale. the ghoet of Lord Byron appeared 
to him. One evening soon after the 
poet's death, Sir Walter had been reading 
with especial intere® an account of his 
life. Having finished it. left the chair in 
his study where he had been reading and 
walked out into the little hall, in which 
the rising moon threw a weird light, 
Scott declared that he was thunderstruck 
to see standing directly before him what 
was apparently the shade of his former 
friend. The hallucination was nerfect. 
Sir Walter says that he could have 
sworn that Lord Bvron stood before him. 
but the author of ‘Ivanhoe’ was no 
sniritist. and he made a. grab for his 
apparently ghostly visttor—to be slightly 
relieved when his hand came in contact 
with a pile of coats. shawls. plalds and 
other garments which had grouned them- 
selves together on the hat rack tn such a 
wav as to momertariW ‘materialize’ Lord 
Rvron. Smiling over the impression which 
the thing had made upon him, Sir Walter 
stepped back into his first position. but 
in spite of all his squinting. he could not 
succeed in calling up the illusion again."’ 


Benjamin Swift. in the January Critic: 
Literature apnears to be an ‘attemnt 
on the part of a minoritv to do tho 
“thinking” for the majority. And this 
formidable task may be accomplished in 
two ways. That is to say. a writer may 
have no other ambition than to become 
an echo of the average mind. and to be 
a sort of public phonograph, which is so 
adjusted that tt will reproduce every 
sound that enters into it. Or a writer 
may be bold enough to think his own 
thoughts, and be master in his own in- 
tellectual household. and see the world 
tarough the lens of his own imagination. 
In the first case we have hardly what 
may be called‘literature, or at least we 
have art in,its lowest and most imitative 
form. The artist has become only a 
sounding-board. But in the second case 
we have that new creative foree of which 
the best literature is always full. In the 
affairs of the mind, therefore, there works 
a law which is ubiquitous in human 
things, namely, that a thing and its imi- 
tation or caricature exist simultaneously. 
It is so in marble, jewelry, bonnets, and 
furs, and certainly it is so also in the 
products of the imagination. I hope lI 
Sha.. not be guilty of injustice or of ex- 
aggeration if I say that the conditions un- 
der which modern imaginative work is 
produced are such as to encourage the 
creation not of the reality. but of the 
counterfeit. Indeed, the literary form 
of this sort of unconscious caricature 


r threatens to drive the genuine article out 


vu. the market. Like everything else, lit- 
erature is invgded by a parasite which 
destroys the bedy upon which it feeds. 

I have always belleved that if any ar- 
tist is to attain his ends he must be al- 
lowed to make not other people's but his 
own emotions the basis of his creative 
work. This does not mean that he ought 
to turn himself inside out for the world’s 
inspeqtion, but only that his choice of 
materiak and his method of handling it 
must be determined by his own conscious- 
ness. Otherwise he become a journey- 
man. ‘

It will be interesting to néte the course 
of The Literary World under the editor- 
ship of Blisa Carman, who has just taken 
the helm.

This is the dawn of the farmer's day. 
A struggle between the urban and the 
rural population of the country is in the 
initiative. In population the two elements 
are about equally divided. While they 
ere half and half aumerically, in wealth 
there is the widest divergence. The total 
wealth of the country is estimated at 
$85,000,000,000. Of this, but $20,000,000,000 is 
in the hands of the rural population, or 
less than one-fourth of the total wealth 
of the country. This inequality did not 
a'ways exist. Prior to the civil war 
wealih was measurably cebout equaily di- 
vided. The separation began with the 
imposition of the high tariff. and the 
adoption of the land grant system, 
which in almost one generation developed 
an area equal in productive capacity to 
that which required in the east several 

centuries to produce. 

The one made the farmer buy at the 
nighest prices, while the other made him 
sell at tne lowest. Millions of acres of 
cheap land in a few years began. furnish- 
ing the world breadstuffs, and as it did 
so the value of every acre of eastern 
farm land was correspondingly impaired 
and cheapened. With the tariff on one 
side aS an enemy and the cheap lands on 
the other as a menace. it was not long 
until money seeking investment flowed 
Agriculture had been render- 
ed unprofitable. 

Year after* year the jand was rapidly 
taken up.”

With this exhaustion 
came a siow but gradual rise in the price 
of cereals. Demand now follows swiftly 
on the heels of supply. No longer does 
a Vast surplus stare the country in the 
face to fill outward bound ships.

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Sanitary Revolution Which American Rule 
Has Worked in Cuba 
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Disinfecting Crew at Work in Havana Tenement

HE astonishing resultg 
which attended the work 
of the Americans in im- 
proving the sanitary con- 
dition of Cuba attracted 
the attention of the whole

It must be said that the result for the 
first half year of Cuban rule has been 
more gratifying than any one thought it 
would be. The retugns for the fiscal 
year of 1902 have jul been made and 
they show the death rate in the city of 
Havana to have been oniy 20.84, while for 
the year preceding it was. 21.82. The 
American evacuation did not take place 
until the latter part of May, which divid- 
ed the year into halves, the first Ameri- 
can and the second half Cuban adminis- 
tration. 

The second half 
the very hot weather, 
dangerous and trying 
health department, yet in 
this, the second half when examined 
month by month and compared to the 
first, makes the best showing. The death 
rate for the six months of American rule 
Was 21.83, while during the Cuban 
portion it was only 2:84 It was 
expected that thi would be an 
increase in mortality after the Cu- 
bans took charge on account of the un- 
settling effect that always attends a 
change in administration, not to speak of 
the increased danger resulting from the 
hot weather, so having made a still bet- 
ter showing when the odds were admit- 
tedlvy against them, they are all the more 
to be congratulated on their success. 

It is claimed the depariment of sanita- 
tion is being continuéd on exactly the 
same lines laid down by the Americans, 
exeept the expense has been reduced by 
cuttine down salaries. The same number 
of men are doing the same work for less 
money. 

The cleaning of Havana was one of the 
greatest accomplishments in the history 
of sanitation. The story has been told 
over and over again 
about how every nook 
and cranny of the musty 
old capital, reeking with 
the accumulated filth of 
centuries, was overhaul 
ed and scoured and 
every process known 
renovation. Thousands 
loads of filth were 
hauled to sea and the death rate, al- 
Ways in the nineties, fell steadily until 
the last statement shows it to be only a 
fraction above twenty. There has not 
been a case of yellow fever or smallpox 
in Cuba for sixteen months. 

If there is ever..a recurrence of these 
dread destroyers of human life’ it will 
te due to a lack of vigilance in combat- 
ting the causes from which they orig- 
fate. The Cubans have started off 
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well. They have been especially paing- 
taking in Havana. About 150 miles of 
Streets are cleaned in the capital every 
day and about fifty miles are swept. 
About seventy tons of street cleanings 
are removed daily and over two hun- 
dred tons of house refuse gathered up 
every night and taken to sea in barges. 
If there is a recurrence of fever in 
Cuba it will probably originate in re- 
mote portions of the {sland where there 
is said to be some indifference to the ex- 
actions of cleanliness. The officials ae- 
knowledge this, but say that the fault 
rests with the municipal authoritiés, who 
have used the money allotted to them 
for sanitation for other purposes. If 
this neglect should go far enough to do 
any damage, the Cuban government will 
be held responsible for the neglect of the 
local officers.

sanitary department present 
directing the full force of energies 
in a fight against tuberculosis. Yellow 
fever prevs only upon foreigners. Natives 
never have it. The disease which works 
havoc with the Cubans is consumption. 
For many years previous to the Amer- 
ican occupation the average number of 
deaths in Havana every year from this 
one malady amounted to 1.60. In 
1898 the terrific record of 2,794 deaths was 
made. The best showing under American 
rule was 81 deaths tn 19. The details 
of the Vigorous campaign that was in- 
aucurated bv the Americans and is now 
being carried on by thé Cubans is worth 
going into. 

It seems the great consumption breed- 
ing centers have been the cigar and 
cigarette factories. In Havana there are 
35.00 men’ boys and girls who work in 
these places. Until recently the condi- 
tions surrounding them were dreadful. 
The windows were built, to give light, 
but admitted ho aff. The workers were 
crowded together in the smallest possi- 
ble space. Hundreds of the men and 
boys slept in the work rooms at night. 
They bit the tobacco with their teeth 
and made the small ends stick together 
with galiva. There were no spittoons 
and the tobacco that fell on the floor 
was swept’ up and utilized. The work- 
men faced each other across narrow 
benches and breathed directly into each 
other’s faces Those in the last stages 
of consumption were crowded indiscrim- 
inately with children who could not keép 
from becoming contaminated from such 
close and constant contact. 

All this was most favorable for the 
spread of tuberculosis, and it accounts 
for the thousands of cases which were 
found to exist. In the factories. The 
most sweeping correctional measures 
have been put into effect. The windows 
have been ordered changed to give air 
as well as light; each worker is given 
the space estimated by scientific calcu- 
lation necessary to insure a healthy con- 
dition of the atmosphere; a knife must 
be used instead of the teeth in cutting 
the tobaceo; the moisture necessary to 
stick the end of the cigar must be ob- 
tained frem a dampened sponge instead 
of using saliva; the workers are placed 
with their backs together instead of fac- 
ing each other; between each worker and 
his bench a cloth pocket is stretched to 
catch and hold all tobacco that slips 
from his fingers and prevent it from 
falling to the floor; all tobacco that does 
fall to the floor cannot be sold, but must 
be thrown away; the floor must be 
scrubbed daily and each work bench 
scoured every week; cuspidors are fur- 
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nished, and spitting on the floor is suf- 
ficient cause for instant dismissal; none 
are allowed to sleep in the working 
rooms; no sick persons are allowed to 
work, and children under 14 years of 
age are not allowed in the factories. 

Outside the factories every measure 
possible has been u3ed to better the con- 
ditions. Literature giving all information 
about tuberculosis has 
been issued. For the 
benefit of those who can- 
not reaal lectures have 
been given in schools, 
factories, churches, and 
in every place where an 
audience could be secured <A system of 
inspection was inaugurated to locate a!! 
cases and get into immediate touch with 
those afflicted. The monthly report of 
the physician in charge of the special dis- 
pensary that was provided for consump- 
tion cases shows that 3,861 patients in the 
various stages of the disease have been 
located and are now being treated. How 
many more thousands there are who are 
afflicted, but who have not come under 
the attention of the officials cannot be 
estimated with any degree ef accuracy. 
Consumption fs not so quick as yellow 
fever in destroying its victims. but it is 
much more relentless and stubborn. This 
is proven by the fact that with all the 
war that has been waged against it, 
there were forty-four more deaths due 
to it in Havana in than there were 
will take vears of hard wor 
to substantially check the depredaticus

Even iif she succeeds in 
Keeping down her own death rate her 
dirty neighbors are a constant menace 
to her. Several tirces last summer she 
had to isolate cases of fever which were 
shipped in upon her 

This disease fighting in which the 
Americans have succeeded so famously is 
a dirty and a dangerous business, but it 
is a noble warfare for all that. The peo- 
ple who take part in it risk their lives 
and sometimes lose them. In Havana 
there is a little row of graves in which 
are buried some soldiers who never wore 
uniforms and who did not fight with 
guns—they are nurses and doctors whe 
fell in the yellow fever fight. None of the 
heroes of San Juan hill were any mor? 
deserving of glory than these who fought 
without the inspiration of the charge. 
The world looks on and applauds the 
soldier, but his battles are of short dura- 
tion. The fighting with disease is done 
in private and it goes on and on. There 
are scenes enacted over and over again 
that are terrible enough to try the stout- 
est hearts.

|and Sumatar were being loaded on a ship 
for New York. 

At one place I stopped my carriage and 
photographed a wagon load of Standard 
Oil barrels, and at another I took a snap 
shop of a gang of Dutch emigrants about 
to board a ship New York. I Saw 
cargoes of American lumber, buckets and 
| boxes of American meats, wagon loads 
of lard and tallow and all sort of crates 
holding Amerigan machinery. One item

being loaded on barges for the interior of 
northern Europe, ond ancther was barge 


which. passed through under one of the 
draw bridges as I waited to cross.

There are hun- 
dreds of articles which we make that 
ought to be sold here, and by studying 
the wants of the people and drumminz 
the trade there can be an enormous in- 
crease. 

But first let me tell you what our busi- 
ness now consigts of. I have before me 


for the first half of the year 1900. They 
are a little old, but the trade is prac. 
tically the same today. I will give yo. 
some of the items. They consist of cot- 
ton, cotton seed oil, lard, tallow, mar- 
garine, meat and tobacco, as well as a 
large variety of other articles. 

The cotton they bought amounted to 
20,000,000 pounds, equal to more than 3,- 
000,000 of cetton per month. This went 
to the Dutch mulls and a large part of 
it was made into cloths ‘or Java, Suma- 
tra and different parts of Africa. 

The cotton seed o1l weighed just twice 
as much as the cotton itself, and there- 
by hangs a tale. These Dutch are among 
the chief artificial butter makers of the 
worli They bought 4,000,000 pounds of 
margarine of us duting the six months, 
but at the same time they used this 
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forty-odd million pounds of cotton seed 
oil 10 make other margarine and low- 
grade butter, for use not only in Hol- 
land, but in England and other parts of 
Europe. There is one factory here which 
makes over 3,00,000 pounds of such but: 
ter every month, and England imports 
something like 800,000,000 pounds of it 
every year. A Frenchman invented the 
process of making this butter, but the 
Dutch have the biggest factories, and 
they do the bulk of the world’s business 
along this line. They make also cow 
butter for export, so much, indeed, tha’ 
Holland has been called the dairy farm 
of London. 

Our biggest Dutch export, in point of 
weight, ig American corn, In this six 
months it amounted to almost 100,000,000 
pounds per month and brought in sev- 
eral millions of dollars. What do you 
Suppose it was used for?’ To feed the 
Holstein cattle, to furnish butter for 
London? No, the-grass here is good and 
it makes the sweetest of milk, For corn- 
bread for the people?. No, the Dutch 
don’t eat maize, though they tuke vast 
quantities of our second-grade flour and 
like it.

Rotterdam is by far the best place for 
pushing our trade. It is, with the ex- 
ception of Hamburg, the best distribut- 
ing point on the coast of northern Eu- 
rope, and it has fewer trade restrictions 
than Hamburg. 

The city is about 16 miles back from 
the sea bufit ppon piles on both banks 
of the Maas. The piles are driven As 
much as # feet into the soil and upon 
them have been constructed miles of 
stone quays, enormous warehouses and a 
city of about 350,00 people. The town 
controls all public tmprovements, and it 
is spending vast sums to increase its 
shipping facilities and trade. If I re- 
member correctly the cost of deepening 
the river Maas, so that the biggest ocean 
steamships could come right into the city, 
Was more than $16,000,000. This work, 
however, has made Rotterdam superior 
to Amsterdam as a port, and it now 
ranks second among the ports of conti- 
nental Europe, and is surpassed by none 
in its safety and in its comventence for 
handiing goods. I have spoken of its 
miles of stone quays.

At present there are seventy-five 
ocean lines which call regularly at Rot- 
terdam, and the river and canal craft 
which annually enter this port number 
125,000.- The river is always free from 
ice, and business goes on all the year 
round.

States in this is Great Britain, which 
has about 26 per cent of the total ton- 
nage, but some of this consists of Ameri- 
can goods which come to Holland via 
England. 

There are more than 40 ships leav- 
ing Rotterdam every year for the United 
States, or more than one every day 
There are thirteen reguiar steamship 
lines, which do business between the two 
countries, 

The Holland-American line is the great- 
est. It has a passenger line to New York 
and freight steamers for Newport News. 
The passenger ships make the journey 
from Rotterdam in eight or ten days, 
while the freight steamers take from 
nine to twenty days. 

This line is making money, and it has 
for several -years paid dividends of 10 per 
cent and upward. 

Outside the Holland-American line the 
chief steamship companies which deal 
with the United States are freighters, 
the most of the vessels going to the 
southern states. There are tank steamers 
belonging to the German-American Pe- 
troleum Company and the American Pe- 
troleum Company which ply regularly 
between New York, Baltimore, Philadel- 
phia and Rotterdam, and there are tramp

steamers which carry oil." The Neptune 
line has one or more steamers a week 
to Baltimore. The Cosmopolitan and the 
Keystone lines make regular shipments 
to Philadelphia, and the Johnson Blue 
Cross line and North American Trans- 
port line do a business between here 
and Norfolk and Newport News. Then 
there is the Charleston Transport line, 
with regular sailings; the Texas Trans- 
port and the Terminal Transport, with 
steamers to New Orleans and Galveston, 
and the Gulf Stream line which sails bi- 
weekly to the same ports. Barnard & 
Co. have steamers from Sayannah to 
Rotterdam, and the Cuban line goes from 
Rotterdam or Antwerp to New Orleans 
every three weeks. There is also a line 
from Holland to Boston, with steamers 
every ten days and other lines to Philila- 
delphia and New York. So you see that 
the Dutch-American trade keeps the 
gulf stream sizzling the greater part of 
thie year.

I crossed several bridges, and, strolling 
down to it, found it even so. The build- 
ing is on the American plan, although it 
was erected by a Belgian. It is made of 
bricks face with white porcelain tiles.

It is perfectly 
plumb, notwithstanding nine hundred 
trees were driven down into the sand to 
make its foundation, The avéfage build- 
ing of Rotterdam is of from three to five 
stories, and many buildings lean this 
way and that so that parts of the city 
are apparently drunk. 

The American house has electric ele- 
vators worked by little Dutch boys dress- 
ed in white smocks. It was by them that 
I went from story to story calling on 
some of our largest American agents, I 
find that the meat men here are selling 
vast quantites ef our meat and lard not 
only to Holland, but to all the countries 
along the Rhine, and that the American 
Cereal Company is pushing its goods into 
this part of Europe. It has its offices in 
the American building, and its advertise- 
ments are everywhere. Indeed, the Amer- 
icans are far better advertise than the 
Europeans, and you see “Kwaker Oats,”’ 
American typewriters, kodaks and Call- 


fornia fruits everywhere. 


I find a great many American sewing 
machines used in Holland. They are 
scattered over the continent, and are con- 
sidered far superior to any made in 
Europe. One or two of our firms are 
pushing their foreign business more than 
any other, and especially the Singer com- 
pany, which has its advertisements 
everywhere and branch houses in all the 
cities of England and the continent. In 
fact, I found a store here on the Hoog- 
siraat—the Broadway of Rotterdam— 
which had photographs of some of the 
sewing schools of Holland, in which the 
little Dutch girls are working away on 
American machines. One of these pic- 
tures is of a schoo] at Alkmaar, one of 
the oldest towns of Holland. 

Not far from this shop are hardware 
stores, with a great variety of American 
goods, including Philadelphia lawn mow- 
ers and Michigan pitchforks, and In the 
music store, just over the way, I saw 
windows filled with the marches of Sou- 
sa printed with the American flag on the 
cover. They are made by a Rotterdam 
firm and sell in sets at 4 cents a copy. 

The American shoe does not seem to be 
walking into Holland as rapidly as could 
be desired. The climate is so wet that 
thicker soles than ours are needed. Never- 
theless, it is no worse than England, and 
our shoes will sell if properly pushed. 
There is one store in Rotterdam with a 
big sign above it advertising American 
footwear, and another store, which was 
intended for selling American shoes, is 
vacant. The Dutch merchant opened his 
place on contracts which he had with 
Americans, leasing one of the best places 
and planning to make our shoes a spe- 
cialty. His goods, owing to the careless- 
ness of the American exporters, failed to 
come on time, and the result was«that 
he compromised his lease and gave up 
the businéss. 

Indeed, the Americans have a bad repu- 
tation in Europe as exporters and traders. 
We make the best goods, but we dort 
know how to sell them. Such trade as we 
have is Because our goods are so. good, 
and not because of our business ability In 
selling or care in filling orders. 

Take, for instance, an order which a 
stationery dealer here sent to New York 
and had filled at loss. The man has a 
shop right next to the Witte Huis, and I 
dropped in to buy a lead pencil. He of- 
fered me oné made in New York, and 
when I asked him if he handled other 
American goods, took me through the 
rooms filled with unit book cases, désks 
and office furniture, and showed me cases 
of American inks, pencils and pens. As I 
looked at them he said: 

“IT can sell American goods, but I don’t 
care especially to do so, for your people 
do not watch my interests nor try to 
save money for me. Only last month I 
had a customer who wanted a ‘certain 
brand of American pen. I wrote @ New 
York exporter to send me three bokés by 
mail. and supposed that the charges would 
be about 20 cents. The exporter éent the 
pens by express, sO that they cost mo in 
commissions and freights, $3.20, and tlie 
result was that I lost on the transaction. 
This is a little thing, but it is only one of 
many in which the carelessness of you 
Americans causes us to lose monev.”
